boco given ana tt»e yachts 
Mae admiration of the spectators 
.,„ Jianlfested. Even the fair behold- 
jy and handsome steamboats did not 
.>» tnejr delight. Delicate cambrics 
, 
,riiy in ine breeze, hats were uplifted and 
swung around emphatically, while a ringing cneer 
of encouragement rose steadily three times three. 
The interest displayed was unmistaKabiy sin- 
cere. Every turn and movement of a yacht 
was earnestly criticised. 
Many who beheld the 
start entertained various opinions abont it. 
Some were extravagant in their praises of 
tbc sallor-UKe manner in wliich some ot the ves- 
sels were let loose and guided, while others, perhaps 
not thoroughly appreciating the difficulties of the 
situation, commented npon the style in which some 
of the contestants were freed. But, setting aside all 
differences of opinion, the start was a good one, for 
the most severe critic conld scarcely find a fault 
wherewith to dilate npon and parade his yachting 
Knowledge. A prettier fleet never went out to *ea. 
The symmetry, beauty, trim and gallant aspect of 
the competitors evoked unanimous approbation. 


TO THE FROST. 
It was evident to all that a good start was impor- 
tant, for the weather might prove flcK'le and the lead 
even at tbe beginning was something worth achiev- 
ing. Nobly did all strive to obtain it. The tidy little 
Julia, of the second class sloops, darted forth like a 
schoolboy to the playground, followed at a short 
distance by the Bonita, close to the Staten Island 
shore. Behind her was the Kate, while the Graeie 
appeared to be rushing rapidly to the front. Close 
in the rear the Madeline went to work with a will 
and crept forward'in lively style. It was an ebb 
tide with a fresh breeze, almost due south, and 
no little difficulty was experienced in getting 
properly clear. 
Scudding along lite a mid- 
night spectre the Pnantom emerged from the 
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perfect. They all appeared as tf they had Dcen put 
away in glass cases since the last raco and kept only 
for exhibition. The Flectwlnc looked the beau ideal 
Of a. yacnt as, keeping out or the way of those en- 
tered for the race, she stood down the bay under 
xnaiiisall and jibs, moving through tlie water like :i 
racyliorsc. In regaid to all tlie vessels it Is hardly 
fair to draw comparisons, but when a perfect beauty 
passes close to you It 13 Impossible almost to reiram 
Irom making particular mention ol her. 
In leas than thirty minutes from tbc start every 
vessel waa out or sight rrom the club house aud tlie 
anchorage waa deserted save by tne inward or out- 
ward bound merchantman, and to the looKer-oti 
Irom the wliarf the scone, so very exciting a lew 
momenta berore, became dull and without the slight- 
est interest save to pilots and cruaranitnti oniccrs. 
The weather became wor^c, tlie rain lell In toncnts 
and be was a lucky man or she a lucky woman 
WHO could romaln on Bliore and not be exposed to 
all the discomfort or a passage to the llgHtsum. 
TIIE COURSK. 
In such weather the course was sufficient to 
thoroughly tost the capacity or the yachts. A flag- 
boat was anchored abreast or the club bouse, Stateu 
Island, about three-quarters of a mile from the 
Bhore, west of whlcii the sloops were anchored m 
line about forty yards apart, and tlie schooners In 
lino 200 yards north ol the sloops, about llfty yards 
apart, fn taking position In line each yacht selected 
lla own In the order of Its arrival at the anchorage. 
Baalusalls, foresails and gaff topsails were allowed 
to be set berore starting. The course was from tne 
anchorage to the buoy ofrtho Southwest Spit, passing 
It to the west ana south, and thence to the lightship, 
rounding it to uio northward and eastward, and re- 
turn over the same course, passing to the west or 
the flagboat off the club bouse going and returning. 
Going and returning all tlie buoys on the west bank — 
viz., Nos. 11, la and 15—were to ue ffossei! to tho cast- 
TH aro. 


Favored by tho elements and surrounded by a 
brilliant assemblage, the yachts, neat and trim, 
awaited tbc signal to depart, it waa a splendid 
jccnc. \yhlto sail;, .lapped Impatiently in the rc- 
fresmnsr breeze, while raDialng and sailors wen: on 
the tiptoe of expectation. The occasion was a 
momentous one. A long array oroieer con- 
testants stood 
forth 
ready 
for the word 
For a time the music on the several steamhnnrq 
censed. 
A etirtH 
whistle from 
the 
William 
Jletchcr, which convoyed the members or the com- 
mittee, warned the competitors to prepare. Men 
were «ecn running to and iro iinon the dfcka, strong 
bands grasped the ropo^ and the eyes of almost 
every seaman on board the yachts were earnestly <ii- 
reeled towards the point, whence the final alpnai 
•honk] be Riven. It w»fl comparatively a long delay, 
*ml at tuinv-Hvc mauitcs vazi eleven tne bourne 
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when within a mile or so"of the Southwest Spit. 
Nor Had tlie selioonera lu tlie rear failed to take ad- 
vantage or the brec/se. 
Tho Idler moved rapidly 
onward, with lust us much sail HI she could couvc- 
nieatly carry, all the while mukmg gigantic 
stildes, closely followed by tho Palmer, upon which 
so many hopes were based. Behind lier camo tue 
Boniiu, as briskly as possible under the circuni 
stances. The Addle V. kept slightly astern of the 
Gracle, and tlie Alarm, with a awclilnjr maintop- 
sail, swept forward at a steady pace. Succeeding 
her came the Corning, and not far behind her tlie 
Madeline, not doing just so well as her opening 
performance mlglit have led one to expect. 
The schooner tiilvle had a mil press or canvas, or 
perhaps too much for tue occasion, tor It was blow- 
ing hard ar the time, and her flying jibooom was 
carried away. The Phantom parsed the Southwest 
Spit over Tour minutes in advance, alter wlilcli she 
wheeled around and made for tbe liglitslup very 
rapidly. Tho distance she lieie gained was un- 
doubtedly attributable to the many unfortunate 
trials or some or tlie other yuclita to turn the aplt In 
one straight tack. When witblu a stone's throw or 
tbe turning point tlio Idler was compelled to go 
about and make another tack bclorc alto rounded 
it. 
The same circumstances occurred to tne 
(Jracic and particularly to the faUvie. winch caused 
tncm a considerable delay. The following is the

The wind suddenly hauled to westward, but con- 
tinued to blow almost with redoubled force. With a 
manliness seldom displayed, tho yachts persevered 
on their course with vigor, undaunted by the angry 
looking breakers m the distance. A heavy, chopping 
sea swept over the decks, and while many n jacket 
was BoaKcd with tho brine tne shrouds were clutched 
firmly by many an anxious hand. Tho race to tho 
lightship waa moat exciting, for although only a 
stern view conld be obtained, owing toith* commit- 
tee boat being delayed at the Southwest Spit in tak- 
ing tho time of tho yachts, and thereby unable to 
overhaul tbe foremost vessels, whose speed at this 
time was very great, it won evident that a bold 
struggle hart yet to be determined. The Idler was 
fast gaining on the Phantom, wlille tbc Palmer waa 
likewise following in close pursuit. The sloops, too, 
mndo a gallant effort, the Sadie still holding forth 
br.wcly. with ihe Oracle not lar distant.

fleet tisA lEiot yet ceased to obscure tbe view, and BO 
far Irons-dying ont the wind actually Increased, so that 
if anyttung the contest towards the lightship was the 
mow •difficult that had yet occurred. Me Phantom 
l«d*he way rising 00 ground whatever, thongji the 
Palmer tod Idler were slightly overUanllng-ner. Tne 
flea ran pretty high, and tie wind changing again to 
the south various tacts were made. Many of toe 
Hoops reefed somewhat, bat steadily continued their 
course without much apparent effort. The Gracle 
seemed to gather additional courage and boldly 
advanced, coming close npon tlie Sadie. &n- 
dentil the order of thing? at 
an 
«arll«- 
Setioa of ttie race had been;«omplejeiy reversed, for 
the yachts which had led off so nobly were no* 
failing back. The Addle V. pursued a steady course, 
bit the Kate, Madeline. Corning and others were 
mewhit scattered, and It wa» impossible to aseer- 
_ln their precise location. 
Makfne fair way the 
White Cap proceeded gallantly, though a consider- 
able distance In the rear. 


When the committee boat arrived near the light- 
ship a spectacle presented itself that gave rise to a 
reeling or deep regret. The Phantom, which had so 
bravely contested the race all through, appeared far 
behind the idler and the Palmer with her mammast- 
heaa gone and the shrouds partly carried away. 
This, of course, prevented her hoisting her mafniiaii, 
and, use a wounded soldier who had fonzht most 
nobly and though weasened by loss of blood was 
still eager for the field, wended her slowly and sadly. 
Her hopes were blasted, ana moving she elicited ex- 
pressions of sympathy and regret for her mlshap.for It 
cannot be doubted that but for this accident she would 
have been among the foremost at the nome stakeboat. 
Nor did the Palmer escape the effects of this deter- 
mined breeze, and perhaps the carrying of too mnch 
sail; fer her foretoprnast was no longer to be seen, 
though she did send along lively after the Idler, 
having managed to set a small staysail. It was a 
close tug between them, both Keeping their relative 
positions with great precision. With wind and tide 
in their 
favor 
they flitted p»st 
in beau- 
tiful 
style, 
eliciting various speculations as 
to the result. The Alarm not increasing her speed 
the Silvie trained upon her, and they both sailed in 
company for some distance. There was still, how- 
ever, a very wide gap between them, which was ap- 
parently becoming greater as the wind rose higher. 
Sot a sail that could possibly draw was spared upon 
the Idler. When Bearing the point or Sandy HOOK 
the Palmer was seen to overhaul the Idler and was 
making rapid strides towards her^when the breeze, 
which but a few minutes before had begun to 
freshen, suddenly declined m force and the Idler 
again onened the distance between them. At this 
time tile other yachts were far away in the rear, 
without any considerable or exciting variations in 
their positions, gut although the wind was ranidiy 
dying ont the drizzling rain continued, robbing the 
contest of much of its interest. The fhantom was 
subsequently taken In tow to her anchorage. 


THE HOME STAKE. 
Having again passed the Southwest Spit on the re- 
turn the yachts made for home. The Idler still re- 
tained the lead, the Palmer being about half a mile 
or so astern, wnile their competitors were too far 
absent to Judge correctly of their positions. Buried 
in the mist it was a matter of no small difficulty to 
distinguish them, especially as many haa hauled in 
their sumals. Coming towards the Narrows the ex- 
citement began to be manifested. It was not thonght 
Improbable that the Palmer, notwithstanding the 
casualty which occurred to her, might yet overhaul 
her opponent, though it was wisely thonght that the 
wind was too light to effect anything at so late a 
stage of the race, and so the Idler came along the 
recipient ol many praises and to all intents and pnr1- 
posesthe winner of the race. Heading towards the 
Narrows in nne style, the Sadie next loomed np 
ahead of her class and of the remaining schooners 
gracefully and at a. speed, too, that told well for her 
success. Behind her was the Graeie, about half a 
mile astern, with the Silvie and Alarm not far apart, 
but doing little In the light breeze. Those'were fol- 
lowed by tbe Bonita, Corning, Kate, Madeline, Addle 
V., with the White Cap over a mite astern. The ap- 
pearance ot the fleet corning through the Narrows 
was very fine indeed. 
And now eyes were 
cast towards the staSeboat, measuring the distance 
between it and the Idler, which was gradually being 
lessened. The Palmer dad not gain ranch comlnsc in, 
but nevertheless held her ground. Quite an exclUrig 
brush occurred between the Sadie and tne Gracle 
alter passing the Narrows, but the former stin re- 
tained tbe lead. All the pleasure boats now gathered 
in the vicinity of the home stafceboat. ready 
to accord to the winner a tribute to her prowess, It 
was a picturesque and pleasant scene. The gayest 
of bunting floated from all quarters, the decks of 
the steamers were again crowded, subdued tokens 
or approbation now ana then burst forth as the 
Idler came to the goal, salutes were fired and the 
place echoed with the shrill whistles of the steam- 
ers, wnlle the waving or hats and cheering of the 
crowd showed that the honors had already 
been won. 
Hot 
far behind the Palmer the 
Sadie came with great despatch, auxiouslv pursued 
by the Gracle. Then the others, in the positions al- 
ready described.

The Idler accordingly won the prize for the 
schooner race, while the aadie and White Cap car- 
ried on" the honors In their respective classes.

On the whole the sailing was excellent and the 
great object of many yachtmen. attained, a good ou-

Throughout 
considerable still,

In a nautical sense was a thorouea and complete 
success, it was much regretted that the weather 
waa so Inauspicious for the large and fashionable 
assemblage that attended 10 witness theexlnbition 
and iu which many took a deep interest. The race 
was partly accompanied by other yacuts, in- 
cluding

the 
Dauntless, 
the Alice and others. 
Commodore 
Kldd, tbe owner of the last mentioned vessel, 
did not secure her entry In the contest in conse- 
quence ot her sails not being in readiness In sum- 
clent time prior to the closing of the entries. The 
Alice sailed yesterday round the lightship, accom- 
panying the Palmer ana Idler on the return. The 
scene opposite the club house when tne regatta waa 
brought to a close was truly enlivening. 


THE ARRANGEMENTS.

The sport was con- 
cluded, by the exhaustion of an ample programme, 
despite a continuance of very unfavorable weather, 
rain falling neavlly during the afternoon and even- 
ing. There were four races in tie following order:— 
For the Hopeful Stakes; the Ladies' Stages, the 
American "OaSs;" the Metropolitan Stafces, and a 
selling race. The different contests were conducted 
in fine spirit, affording ample promise that within a 
few years our young men and professional "sports," 
with the people at large will conduct and enjoy the.

The morning opened, 


gloomily. The weather was exceedingly cold, con- 
sidering the month of Jnne, and the sty lowering 
and of threatening aspect. Extensive preparations 
for a large and fashionable attendance were made,

be "cured." Everybody was hopeful of "good 
sport" on the course, notwithstanding. A few 
llttje clusters of outside betters were to be seen 
here and there "bringing forward" their "calcula- 
tions" amid considerable fun and with excellent 
hnmor. Owners, with other Interested individuals, 
jockeys included, were moving around, and there 
may have bean four or five hundred people in the 
Park at ten minutes past two o'clock. A f«w dozen 
of hackney coaches, with about half a dozen of 
modest lookvnz private carriages and wagons, took 
up positions in the sheltery nooks which are to be 
found near the Grand Stand, other conveyances being 
stationed m spots affording a "good loofc oat." 
The fashionables had not ventured to the "road," 
and the absence of the "ladies faire" was regretted. 
They came notwltstandlng. driving up to the ciub 
house in "good style" soon afterwards. Among 
the earliest arrivals were Mr. Cameron, Mr. August 
Belmont, Mr.

Lames peeped from the ciub house 
windows, bM speedily retired, 
acknowledging 
that the scene was beautilul In its natural aspect, 
but not at all encouraging in tue atmospheric 
Heavy ram commenced to ran, although the wind 
and sKy were lighter and clearer. The track wag In 
good order, but becoming heavy with the wet rapidly. 
As the hour of three o'clock approached there was still 
heavier rain, and a "postponement" was talked of. 
The Grand Stand was being tilled at certain 
point?, notwithstanding- "Fool" selling was in active 
progress, but the attendance was slim. Some or 
the horses entered for tue flrst race were taken out 
looked to, saildled and cantered off.

There was 
bargaining lor wacon hire, broken traces, balky 
horses, anxiety, muddy boots, drenches coats, drip- 
ping umbrellas, mental depression, with the loy or 
the fortunate ones, larcc amounts or money having 
changed bunds. 
A quick spank or the four-in- 
hands on one Hue, with a late rush or the Harlem 
trams on the Iron rail, landed the hundreds, for the 
moat part, in J-ew ^ork, liopins for Saturday an'j 
hungry lor supper. The police arranKcmcnts, under 
Captain vvilsou, were excellent. The starts, run- 
ning and result arc recorded in each mbtancc below. 


Tho Racing. 


Ir m hardly necessary to spcaK or the heavy condi- 


tion or the track, rendered so by the rain, which, 
continuing to fall throughout the aftcruoou, made 11 
very stlcKy ami disagreeable to tnc horses to run 
upon. Despite the disagreeable weather and the 
bad condition of the track, however, tnc races came 
oir according to the programme.

She was held in very low estimation by 
the betting fraternity, being ranked umong the field- 
era, as were also the second, third and fourth In tlie 
race, thus setting at naught the calculations of the 
Knowing ones, who had selected MoConncirs Chlllt- 
eothe ror first favorite, along with McDaniel's, Dennl- 
son & Crawford's and Mr. Cameron's entries. The 
entire lot of twelve, as they appeared npon the track, 
wcrj as beautiful a field 01 two year olds as were 
ever brought together in this or any other country, 
beinc finely developed and In high condition. The 
start lor thn race, however, was not such as we 
would like to have seen being rather unequal. This 


•robably arose from tne great difficulty of starting 
o many horses in line, and which of Itself was 
almost certain to give some tew the advantage, in 
short races the advantage of an advanced start is of 
such great moment as to frequently give the race to 
horses thai would have taken a back position. All 
he favorites were left behind at the start in this 
race, ana .me result was as we nave stated—ffiey 
were beaten. 
In the Lakes' stakes the Waiters were JCr. 
ardy's chestnut filly Tasmania, by imported Aus- 
tralian, dam Mattte Gross; B. W. Cameron's ifo- 
wrieu brown nlly Invefcaolu, by St. Albins, dam 
ileanor; Mi.

Tola race was got up In Imitation of the Eng- 
lish oats, ana it was generally supposed would have 
more starters in it, the more especially as it waa the 
ladies' race. We cannot see wnj no few started— 
wny twenty-three shonld have declined a race of 
this character. To say the least, It was nngallant 
towards the ladies, who thought themselves entitled 
to more consideration, and who will most certainly 
taboo the gentlemen who declined to do them honor. 
The two mile heat race was the third in order, and 
the race of the day. It was emphatically a netting, 
race, on the result of which more money changed 
hands than on any event which has fallen under our 
observation for many a long day. 
The favorite was 
jeaten. That favonte was Pleasureville, who was 
backed at two to one before the start, and five to one 
after he won the first heat. Be had speed enough 
to win the first heat, but he had not stamina enough 
to win the second and third, in the last of which fee 
was distanced by his successful competitor, Vanx- 
hall.

Everybody was on the tip-toe of expectation here- 


abouts this morning, in anticipation of the arrival 
of President Grant. "When ne was only simple Gen- 
eral he seemed to have a great dislike to travelling 
along the Hudson by rail, and always made it a sert 
of religions Habit to arrive at "West Point by one of 
the steamers which start from Kew Tork: city early 
in the morning ; so It Is not to be wondered at 
that every preparation was made for his reception 
by the authorities here on the arrival of the "Vibbsra 
this forenoon, although they had not been informed 
beforehand as to what time the distinguished visitor 
was to arrive. According to custom, a certain num- 
ber of cadets were detailed to fire a salute of twenty- 
three gnns when' he should reach the hotel, and just 
previous* to the arrival of the steamer General 
Pitcher, General Schrtver and Adjutant Boynton 
proceeded to the wharf in a carriage, followed 
by another carriage for the use of the Presi- 
dent's party.

The an'nnal regatta of (he New York Yacht Crab— 


the evea'i, that causes so muck interest throughout 
the ye'o —came off yesterday, and never did a finer 
neet «$ v.esseis of their class gather together for a 
trial-o/. their sailing qualities, and it is to be much 
rcgra/.ted that tha weather should have proved BO 
verg unfavorable ror those directly interested in the 
face,, as well as for those who were merely spec- 
tators. The morning broke dull and lowering, with 
a 'iresa breeze from the southward; the sSy waa 
•evercast, and the heavy, dark-loOKing clouds that 
obscured every ray of sunlight gave promise that 
'before many hours we should have the rain that 
usually follows a sonthefly wind. But there was 
•wind, and enough of it, and from the right quarter 
to mate tha race interesting. And what more does 
the true yachtmau want? He cares not for bine 
sky and bright sunshine if they are accompanied by 
calm weather or a Dreeze so light as scarcely to give 
steerage way. No; he will take a wet jactet and 
welcome, provided his pet boat has all she can 
carrj7 whole sail to, and he will laugh at the spray 
as it flies over her declc and for a time blinds the 
man at the helm if every jump she rnaKes will only 
gain him an inch to windward. With the spectators, 
especially the female portion, the case is different. 
They, while wishing so see a good race, desire com- 
lort with it and fine weather; for it is not the most 
pleasant thing in the world to be among a crowd on 
board of a steamer, and be compelled to remain in a 
close cabin .by reason of rain rendering staying on 
dect an impossibility. Then when the race carries 
tlie fleet beyond the bar into the long, heavy ground 
swell of the Atlantic, the chances are that sea sick- 
ness adds its horrors to the scene, and if one cannot 
have fresh air under those circlrmstances the case 
fcecomes deplorable indeed. So It was yesterday; 
the wind was all that one could desire, but the 
•weather was only flt for old salts—those who are 
Ulted by education to mate the best or anything that 
oomes, let it be sunshine or storm, rain or dry 
•weather. 


As early as eight A. M. many of the yachts had 


J»ad taKen their position off the club house at Stateu 
Island, and some of the larger vessels were in their 
anchorage tne day before. As time wore on the 
excursion boats began to arrive, and by eleven 
o'clock tne scene was a lively one. The yachts 
•entered for the race were all in line, with foresails, 
mainsails aud naff topsails set; steamers of all sizes, 
.from the tiny tncboat to the lordly river steamer, 
all gayly decked with bunting, were moving here 
aud there; while every conceivable kind or sailing 
cral t kept hovering about as if wishing to have a 
•chance for the stakes. Two steam revenue cutters 
»dded interest to the scene, and their presence mieht 
have led tho stranger to think: that our yacht fleet 
•were suspected of being engaged in contraband 
trafllc and that it was necessary to keep watch and 
ward over them to prevent their bringing back from 
the cruise more man they carried away of articles 
of which Uncle Sam claimed a portion. 
A CAPSIZE. 
Beyond the weather, there was nothing to mar 
the pleasures of the day, if we except the misfortune 
•that happened to the schooner yacht Lois, of the 
Atlantic Yacht Club. ex-Commodore Lymau, by 
lier being capsized while standing over towards 
the Long Island shore. Those on board crawled up 
to windward with all possible despatch, and assist- 
ance was immediately afforded. She was towed 
close m shore, and preparations were at once c om- 
menced to rlchten her, by stripping her of sails, AVc. 
A steamer was employed in connection with the 
wrecking and towing steamer Philip, and ±he work 
was progressing favorably. This was an unfor- 
tnuate accident for all concerned, but beyonS a 
•ducKins of those on board, who sought pleasure 
under difficulties no serious damage was sustained 
by vessel or crew. The former will be all right In 
a few days and ready for summer cruising.

At 11:35 A. M. precisely the starting gun was llred, 
and in an instant all was life and activity, and in less 
time almost than it takes to tell it jibs were set and 
tho lleet were on*. The sloops got oil well together, 
£ome casting on the port and others on the starboard 
tack, as their populous made it most convenient. 
The schooners also made good time In getting under 
way, and a more beautiiul sight for the eye of a 
sailor It would be hard to find than our magnificent 
fleet of yachts as they appeared flve minutes after 
the signal gun was tired, close hauled on a wind 
boating out or the Karrows. They were well off 
when the ratn beirau, and in a short time it in- 
creased and made the atmosphere so very thick that 
everything was obscured a few miles off. This uu- 
fortunate event destroyed much of the tutercst, lor 
It was impossible to watch tlie distant vessels and 
keep their positions accuiatcly. Tncu, again, the 
•wind bcean to die out as Hit: rain increased, and 
•what was a first rate wholesale breeze when tho 
race commenced moderated in a ^hort time to a 
moderate wind that allowed evcrythiuff m tlie way 
or canvas to be set.that the vessels could carry. 
It is hardly necessary to sricali of the appearance 
or the vessels or the squadron, for, as usual, it was 
perfect. They all appeared as if they had hcen put 
away in glass cases since the last race and kept only 
lor exhibition. The Flcctwinc looked the Oeau ideal 
of a yacht as, keeping out of the way of those en- 
tered for tho race, she stood down the bay under 
mainsail and jibs, moving through the water like a 
racehorse. In regard to ail the vessels it Is hardly 
fair to draw comparisons, bnt when a perfect beauty 
passes close to you It is Impossible almost to refrain 
Irom making particular mention ot her. 
In less than thirty minutes from the start every 
vessel was out of sl<jht from the club house and the 
anchorage was deserted save by the inward or out- 
ward bound merchantman, and to the looKer-on 
from the wharf the scene, so very exciting a lew 
moments belore, became dull and without the slight- 
est interest save to pilots and quarantine oftlccrs. 
The weather became wor»«, the rain fell In torrents 
and he was a lucky man or she a lucky woman 
who could romalu on shore and not be exposed to 
all the discomfort oi a passage to the lightship. 


THE COURSE. 
In such weather the course was sufllclcnt to 
thoroughly test the capacity of the yachts. A flag- 
boat waa anchored abreast of the duo house, Stateu 
Island, about three-quarters of a mile from the 
Rhore, west of which the sloops were anchored in 
line abont forty yards apart, and the schooners In 
line 200 yards north ol the sloooa, about Ilfty yards 
»pan. In taking position In line each yacht selected 
Its own in the order of its arrival at tlie anchorage. 
UalnsaUs, foresails and gaff topsails were allowed 
to be set boiore starting. The course was from the 
anchorage to the buoy offthe Southwest Spit, passing 
It to tho west ana south, and thence to the lightship, 
rounding it to the northward and eastward, and re- 
turn over the same course, passing to the west of 
the (lagboat off the club house going and returning. 
Comg and returning all the buoys on the west bank - 
viz., Nos. 11,13 and iG—wcrc to be missed to tho cast- 
ward. 


TnB STAltT. 
Favored by tho elements and surrounded by a 
brill ant assemblage, the yachts, neat and trim, 
awaited tho signal to depart, it was a splendid 
scene. White sails napped Impatiently m the re- 
freshing breeze, while captains and ualiorn were on 
the tiptoe of expectation. 
The octcaslon was a 
momentous one. A long array of oaffcr con- 
testants stood 
forth 
ready 
for the 
word 
For a time tno music on the several steamboats 
ceased. 
A «hrln 
whistle from 
the William 
>1etchcr, which convoyed the members or tho com 
jnlitee, warned the competitors to prepare. Men 
were neon running to and iro upon the decks, strong 
Imncls grasped the ropes and the eyes or almost 
every seaman on board the yachts were earnestly di- 
rected towards the point, whence the linai signal 
should be Riven. It w«fl comparatively a long delay, 
find at thirty-five mnattcs uaul eleven tne

era on tire gay and handsome steamboats aid not 
rail to $xhibli thefr delight. Delicate cambrics 
wavecf mefriiy in tne breeze, hats were upnited and 
swing around emphatically, while a ringing ctieer 
of enconragement rose steadily three times three. 
The interest displayed was unmistakably sin- 
cere. 
Kvery turn and movement or a yacht 
was earnestly criticised. 
Many who beneld the 
start entertained various opinions about it- 
Some were extravagant in their praises of 
the sailor-Itte manner in which some of theveg- 
eeis were let loose and gnided, while others, perhaps 
not thoroughly appreciating the difficulties1 of the 
situation, commented upon tue style in which some 
of the contestants were freed. Bnt, setting aside all 
differences of opinion, the start was a good one, for 
the most severe critic could scarcely find a fault 
wherewith to dilate upon and parade his yachting 
Knowledge. A prettier Beet never went out to lea. 
The symmetry, beauty, trim and gallant aspect of 
the competitors evoked unanimous approbation. 


TO THE FROST. 
It was evident to all that a good start was impor- 
tant, for the weather might prove fickle and the lead 
even at the beginning was something "worth achiev- 
ing. Nobly did all strive to obtain it. The tidy little 
Julia, pf the second class sloops, darted forth like a 
schoolboy to the playground, followed at a short 
distance by the Bonita, close tp the Staten Island 
shore. Behind her was the Kate, vtiiile the Gracie 
appeared to be rushing rapidly to the front. Close 
in the rear the Madeline went to work with a will 
and crept forward'in lively style. It was an ebb 
tide with a fresh breeze, almost due south, and 
no little difficulty was experienced in getting 
properly clear. 
Scudding along like a mid- 
night spectre the Phantom emerged from tne 
group, and with a full press of sail snot forth 
at 'a rattling pace. She wisely tacked towards 
Fort Hamilton and m a very short space of time was 
foremost m the field. The sloops Storm King and 
White cap hugged the Staten Island shore, and keep- 
Ing abreast, both tacked almost simultaneously for 
the Fort. Then lollowed the Corning, with lull sail, 
not far in the rear, and evidently making up any 
Slight delays in weighing anchor in good style. 
Meanwhile ttie Sadie and Addie V. showed symptoms 
of considerable activity and followed rapidly in the 
wake of their fast neeting predecessors. 
On a 
straight tacK for Fort Hamilton the Silvie next ap- 
peared upon the scene, the Idler in her wake and by 
no means lazy in her movements, with the Alarm in 
her wake, and the Palmer bringing up the rear. 
The wind had now increased and the entire fleet 
consequently kept close to it. A more eager group 
never cleared the Narrows, while the spectacle was 
one to be remembered with pleasure. 


TBKODGH TttE NA31BOWS. 
The rush made by the Phantom at the start had 
placed her ahead near Fort Hamilton, some of her 
competitors having tacked half ways aud turned 
about, so that when she was sighted belore she 
changed her course she had a clear lead. The sloops 
made good way, not varying their positions much, 
but holding out with determination. Among the 
foremost were the Madeline and the Kate, between 
whom a lively race was anticipated, with the Gracie, 
Addle V. and Corning slightly In the rear. The 
Storm King and White Cap keot company in the 
tack across, endeavoring by all means to overhaul 
their predecessois. Of the schooners in the rear the 
Silvie appeared to be maKlug the best or It, though 
she was but slightly in advance or the Idler and 
Alarm, while toe Palmer, concerning which the 
brightest hopes were entertained, was rapidly creep- 
ing up. 
Half 
a mile 
to 
the 
windward 
of her schooner rivals the Phantom pursued 
her course and passed the Narrows, and after a 
short time made a long tack for the Coney Island 
shore, carrying all possible canvas. Nor did tne 
stern bieeze by any means deter the gallant little 
sloops. Close hauled, they rushed boldly forth in hot 
pursuit, now and then slightly varying their posi- 
tions. The second class sloops, however, appeared 
to fall back somewhat, and as the schooners were 
rapidly bearing upon them they mingled In the last 
group of pursuers. The Madeline, though following 
tue traps of the Phantom, was seen auead of her 
competitors, though the Bonita at times appeared to 
be overhauling her, while the Kate went skimming 
along like a gull. Not less active was the Gracie, 
and behind her the 
Sadie and 
Addie V. 
keenly competing 
for 
the supremacy. 
The 
schooners had barely changed position through 
the Narrows, though 
it 
was 
thought the 
Silvie was being overhauled by the Palmer 
aud Idler, while the Alarm, seemed to hold her own. 
The passage through the Narrows waa extremely 
pretty and evoked much speculation as to the result 
of the contest. At that stage it was an impossibility 
to name the probable winner. All the vachts, with 
the exception of a few leading ones, were grouped 
together, and the contest was as earnest as it was 
exciting. 


A KAIN STORM. 
The crowds that had up to the present largely 
thronged the dccKa of tho gayly decorated steamers, 
the ladies fair who had so encouragingly waved 
adieu to cue fleet at starting, the glasses that were so 
earnestly levelled upon the fast fleeting crott,.sua- 
denly disappeared from view. Down came the rain 
in torrents; not that lazy outpouring or a summer 
afternoon, but propelled by a cutting wind, a 
Senpermjr discharge that 
quickly cleared the 
ecKs. 
Summer 
suits 
were 
riclaied 
ia 
a 
minute or two and their owners afloat considerably 
dampened. Those who had the courage to remain 
ont of shelter to witness the contest beat a hasty re- 
treat, seeming as if, having fallen overboard, they 
had been generously picked up. It was a blinding 
rain storm, accompanied by a wind that made mauy 
a dainty spectator quake with fear, and at a time, loo, 
when sea sickness was particularly in convenient. 
Down it came, with a vengeance, and the late of the 
struggling yachts was ror a time forgotten. A wintry 
aspect spread ttseir around and every one looked as 
melancholy as possible. The pleasure boats heaved 
to their hearts1 content, and the capabilities or sea 
legs were brought into requisition, and, setting aside 
the prospects of the race, topics concernlua the 
medical relief usually applied to Internal derange- 
ment at sea were generally discussed. The continued 
obstluacy of the rain dispelled all hopes of suustilnc, 
and, wrapped iu their thoughts and overcoats, the 
moody posscnuers pursued their way at sea. 


TO TllU SOUTHWEST SI'lT. 
Adding to the grievance of the rain storm, now 
almost unsupportable, a dingy mist cloudea the dis- 
play. Even those most anxious to behold the rela- 
tive positions of the yachts were unable to discern 
how matters stood, aud earnest inquiries were an- 
swered by the most vague conjectures. Certain it 
was, however, that the rhantoui was still ahead; Tor 
all along she had, spirit-liKo, retained the lead. Her 
tack from the Coney Island shore was a long and 
a steady one. Some of the sloops had kept their 
ground, 
and 
though partly 
on 
different 
tacks, were apparently doing remarkably well. The 
storm, though expected and to a certain extent pre- 
pared for, had a great effect m altering the positions 
or the contestants. Shortening salt was the order of 
the day, and, braced for the breeze, the yachts stood 
out for the southwest Spit. The struggle was evi- 
dently a determined one, for now the swift com- 
petitors were jrrouped together, comparatively speak- 
ing, and beyond all question it was a creat point to 
get around the spit ahead, lest the wind should 
change—a circumstance that was momentarily ex- 
pected. The Phantom sped along considerably in 
the front. It was thought she would win the race, 
BO nobly had she perlormed UD to the present. In- 
deed, that seemed to be a settled point, for there'was 
an apparent impossibility of her being overhauled. 
Great interest was centred In the sloop race, ror it 
was well known that ai least, lour ol them were 
evenly matched and would certainly bnns tiieir very 
best qualities into requisition. Of tliese the Kate 
made much progress, while the bauie, after over- 
hauling the Graciu ami Addle V.,.came rushlug up 111 
excellent style. The Madeline, however, which had 
hitherto showed symptoms of carrying ou'the honors, 
fell back somewhat, allowing the tirade to pass her 
when witluu a mile or so of the Southwest Spit. 
Nor had the schooners in the rear failed to talre ad- 
vantage of the breeze. 
Tho Idler moved rapidly 
onward, with just arf much sail as she could conve- 
niently carry, all the while mating gigantic 
strides, closely followed by the Palmer, upon which 
so many hopes were based. Behind her came the 
Bonita, as briskly aa possible uudur the circum- 
stances. The Addle V. kept slightly astern or the 
Gracic, and the Alarm, with a dwelling maintop- 
sail, swept forward at a steady pace. Succeeding 
her came the Corning, and not far behind her tho 
Madeline, not dome jubt so well as her opening 
?crformance might havo led one to expect. 
he schooner Silvie hail a full press of canvas, or 
perhaps too much for the occasion, for It was blow- 
ing hard at the time, and her flying jlobootu was 
carried away. The Phantom passed the Southwest 
spit over four minutes in advance, after \vhicii she 
wheeled around and made for the lightship very 
rapidly. The distance she here gained was un- 
doubtedly attributable to the many unfortunate 
trials of some of the other yachts to turn the spit In 
one straight tack. When within a stone's throw of 
the turning point tho Idler was compelled to go 
about and make another tack before she rounded 
it. Tho same circumstances occurred to the 
tirade and particularly to the Silvle. which caused 
them a considerable delay. The following is the 
order in whlcn tho yachts passed the southwest

The wind suddenly hauled to westward, but con 
tinucd to blow almost with redoubled fore*;. With a 
manliness seldom displayed, tho yachts persevered 
on their course with vigor, undaunted by the angry 
looking breakers m the distance. A heavy, chopping 
sea swept over tho decks, and while many a jacket 
was soaked with tho brine the shrouds were clutched 
firmly by many an anxious hand. The race to the 
lightship was moat exciting, for although only a 
stem view could be obtained, owing toithe commit- 
tee boat being delayed at the Southwest Spit in tau- 
ing tho time of the yachts, and thereby nimble to 
overhaul the foremost vessels, whoac speed at this 
time was very great, it wai evident that a bola 
struggle had yet to be determined. The Idler was 
last gaining on the Phantom, while the Palmer was 
likewise following In close pursuit. The sloops, too, 
mmlp a gallant efrorr, tho Sadie still holding forth 
bravely, with the firacle not far distant.

The mist which had for Nome tun* enveloped the 


neet nad mot yet ceased to obscure tae view, and ao 
far from-flying ont the wind actually Increased, ao that 
If aayttuiig the contest towards the lightship was the 
most difficult that uad yet occurred.

When the committee boat arrived near the light- 
ship a spectacle presented itself that gave rise to a 
reeling or deep regret. The Phantom, which bad so 
bravely contested the race all through, appeared far 
behind the idler and the palmer with her mainmast- 
head gone and the shrouds partly carried away. 
This, of coarse, prevented her hoisting her malTmall, 
and, like a wounded soldier who had foneht most 
nobly and though weakened by loss of blood was 
8tlU eager for the field, wended her slowly and sadly. 
Her hopes were blasted, ana moving she elicited ex- 
pressions of sympathy and regret for her mishap.for It 
cannot be doubted that bnt for this accident she wonld 
have been among the foremost at the home stakeboat. 
Nor did the Palmer escape the effects of this deter- 
mined breeze, and perhaps the carrying of too ranch 
sail; f«r her foretopmast was no longer to be seen, 
though she did scud along lively after the Idler, 
having managed to set a small staysail. It was a 
close tug between them, both keeping their relative 
positions with great precision. With wind and tide 
in their favor 
they flitted 
ga^t in beau- 
tiful 
style, 
eliciting various speculations as 
to the result. The Alarm not Increasing her speed 
the Silvie sained upon her, and they both sailed In 
company for some distance. There was still, how- 
ever, a very wide gap between them, which was ap- 
parently becoming greater as the wind rose higher. 
Not a sail that could possibly draw was spared upon 
the Idler. When nearing the point or Sandy Hook 
the Palmer was seen to overhaul the Idler and was 
making rapid strides towards herL when the breeze, 
which but a few minutes before had begun to 
freshen, suddenly declined m force and the Idler 
again opened the distance between them. At this 
time the other yachts wera far away in the rear, 
without any considerable or exciting variations in 
their positions. But although the wind was ranidly 
dying ont the drizzling rain continued, robbing the 
contest of much of its interest. The Phantom was 
snbseauently taken in towto her anchorage. 


THB HOME STAKE. 
Having again passed the Southwest Spit on the re- 
turn the yachts made for home. The Idler still re- 
tained the lead, the Palmer being about half a mile 
or so astern, while their competitors were too far 
absent to judge correctly of their positions. Sorted 
in the mist it was a matter of no small difficulty to 
distinguish them, especially as many had hauled in 
then: signals. Coming towards the Narrows the ex- 
citement began to be manifested. It was not thonght 
improbable that the Palmer, notwithstanding the 
casualty which occurred to her, might yet overhaul 
her opponent, though it was wisely thought that the 
wind was too light to effect, anything at so late a 
stage of the race, and so the Idler carne along the 
recipient of many praises and to all intents and pur'- 
poses the winner of the race. Heading towards the 
Narrows in nne style, the Sadie next loomed np 
ahead of her class and of the remaining schooners 
gracefully and at a speed, too, that told well for her 
success. Behind her was the Gracie, about half a 
mile astern, with the Silvie and Alarm not far apart, 
but doing little In the light breeze. 
Those'were fol- 
lowed by the BOnito, Cormng, Kate, Madeline, Addle 
V., with the White Cap over a mite astern. The ap- 
pearance ol the fleet coming through the Narrows 
was very fine indeed. 
And now eyes were 
cast towards the stakeboat, measuring the distance 
between it and the Idler, which was ftraduauy being 
lessened. The Palmer dMd not gain much coming in, 
bra nevertheless held her ground. Quite an exciting 
brush occurred between the Sadie and the Gracie 
after passing the Narrows, bnt the former still re- 
tained the lead. All the pleasure boats now gathered 
In the vicinity of the home stakeboat. ready 
to accord to tue winner a tribute to her prowess, It 
was a picturesque and pleasant scene. The gayest 
of bunting floated from all quarters, tne decks of 
the steamers were again crowded, subdued tokens 
or approbation now and then burst forth as the 
Idler came to the goal, salntes were fired and the 
place schoed with the shrill whistles of the steam- 
ers, while the waving of hats and cheering of the 
crowd showed that 
the honors had already 
been won. Not rar behind the Palmer the 
Sadie came with great despatch, anxiouslv pursued 
by the Gracie. Then the others, iu the positions al- 
ready described.

The 
entire lot of twelve, as they appeared upon the track, 
werj as beantlfal a new or two year olds as were 
ever brought together In this or any other country, 
being finely developed and In high condition. The 
nfart lor the race, however, was not such as we 
would like to have seen being rather unequal. This 


irobably arose from the great difficulty of starting 
o many horses in line, and which of itself was 
almost certain to give Bpxoe few the advantage. In 
short races the advantage of an advanced start is of 
such great moment as to frequently give the race to 
horses that Wonld have taken a bade position. All 
be favorites were left behind at the start in this 
race, and t&e result was as we have stated—they 
were beaten. 
In the Laales' stakes the starters were Hi. 
Prtrdy's chestnut fllly Tasmania, by imported Aus- 
tralian, dam Hattte Gross; B. W. Cameron's ifa- 
»rted brown filly Invercanid, by St. Albans, dam 
Sleanor; Mr. iTw, Jerome's bay flBy Bapture-by 
mported capldlstj dam Parachute, and K. W. wal- 
den's brown fllly Viola, by Bairownie, dam Verbena. 
Tasmania was the favorite in this race, and she won 
it, Ming one of the two successful favorites ef the 
day. This race waa got up in imitation of the Eng- 
lish Oats, and it was generally supposed wonld have 
more starters in it, the more especially as it waa the 
ladies' race. We cannot see why so few started— 
why twenty-three should have declined a race of 
this character. To say the least, it was nngallant 
towards me ladles, who thought themselves entitled 
o more consideration, and who will most certainly 
taboo the gentlemen who declined to do them honor. 
The two mile heat race was the third in order, and 
the race of the day. It was emphatically a Dettlng. 
race, on the result of which more money changed 
hands than on any event which has fallen under our 
observation for many a long day. 
The favorite was 
jeaten. That favorite was Pleasureville, who was 
backed at two to one before the start, and five to one 
after he won the flrst heat. He had speed enough 
to win the first heat, bnt he had not stamina enough 
to win the second and third, in the last of which ue 
was distanced by his successful competitor, Vaux- 
hall. Four horses started, McConnell A Thompson's 
bay colt Vauxhall, Mr. Bnford's brown colt Pleasure- 
ville, Bowie & Hall's bay colt Viley, and R, W. Wai- 
den's bay mare Sleety, the two last named being 
distanced in the flrst heat. 
The gelling race was run by Hunter & Traver's bay 
colt Canme Bairn, by Bairownie, dam Fanny Fern; 
D. McDaniel's gray horse TJrbana, by Breckinridge, 
dam Lady Sykes; F. Morris' chesnnt colt Boaster, 
?y imported Eclipse, dam Vanity; W. Kerwln's bay 
mare Kitten, by imported Eclipse, and John Coar's 
bay horse Oysterman, Jr., by Oysterman, dam by 
Phil Brown, cannle Bairn, who was the favorite, 
won the race after a close contest between her and 
Urbana, Boaster also acquitting himself very well.

Everybody was on the tip-toe of expectation Here- 


abouts this morning, in anticipation of the arrival 
of president Grant. When he was only simple Gen- 
eral ne seemed to nave a great dislike to travelling; 
along the Hudson by rail, and always made it a sert 
of religions Habit to arrive at West Point by one of 
the steamers which start from Kew York city early 
In the morning ; so It la not to be wondered at 
that every preparation was made for Ms reception 
by the authorities Here on the arrival of the Vibbara 
this forenoon, although they had not been Informed 
beforehand as to what time the distinguished visitor 
was to arrive. According to custom, a certain nnm- 
ber of cadets were detailed to fire a salute of twenty- 
three guns when' he should reach, tne hotel, and just 
previous1 to the arrival of tie steamer General 
Pitcher, General Scnriver and Adjutant Boynton 
proceeded to the wharf In a carriage, followed 
by another carriage for the use of the Presi- 
dent's party. Besides, rrnite a number of people 
assembled on tne dock just to catch a glimpse of tne 
"head of the nation," aud, although a rain 
shower, played sad havoc witti epaulets and -

?lanfc by those on the wharf— "I mean he's not here. 
or the Washington train was five hours behind time 
this morning." 
The steamboat pushed off: the officers, looking 
rather disappointed, got Into their carnages; the citi- 
zens, like Jack and Jill, went up the hill, fully deter* 
mined not to go down again, either by falling, like 
Jack, or "stumbling after" anyoodr, like Jill, and the 
salute was not flrcd.

Yoiir correspondent cannot do better taan by pre- 


facing this letter with a text, concise and strlkingf, 
which is extracted from the reply of Admiral Topete 
to the magnificent speech of Seuor Castelar, because 
this very original text, though It come not from the 
month of a babe ana suckling, nor from a fool, re- 
veals tuinzs that would shun daylight, and endorses 
what your correspondent, time and time again, -has 
stated in1 his letters. 


The text is as follows:—"But to-day the Seiior 


Castelar, with his grand eloquence and his inimita- 
ble style of oratory, has told us that it is not possible 
for this Chamber either to proclaim a republic or 
to proclaim a monarchy. Well, then, why was the 
revolution made? This has not only been aald'by the 
Sefior Castelar, bnt likewise by the Diogenes or tne 
republican party, the Seuor Pi y Margall, who toM 
us last night that no Chamber can form a republic, 
and the Sefior Sanchez Ruano (republican) tens us 
that our king shall be brought hither by but one 
Chamber.

Each tin\e that Admiral Topete speaks the frank- 


ness and bluntness of the sailor exhibit aud relieve 
themselves of whatever secret thoughts may have 
been conjured in his poor bra in. '^That insolent, bold, 
ambitious man" would have givenagoocTdeai, there 
is no doubjj, had those words been left unsaid, but 
he was absent, purposely absent, because he knew 
Castelar intended to twit him sharply upon some 
reports afloat concerning him and his intentions. 
The "insolent, bold, ambitions man" did not re-enter 
the Chamber until"Castelar nad ceased his oration 
and Topefe had concluded his reply. This insolent, 
bold, ambitious man is no other than Don Juan Prim, 
Minister of War, proposed -President of the Council 
of Ministers, the third Cromwell, and wonld-be Dic- 
tator ot Spain.

Bnt the Cortes, knowing well the style which this 
adventurous descendant of the great Guzman keeps, 
and holding wen in remembrance the vague threats 
and masterly hints cotrpled with his protracted 
sllenoe-upoa the monarchical question, his general 
taciturnity, his affected stateliness of manner, appre- 
ciate his protestations as such should be. 


But can,lt be possible that this announcement by 


Admiral Topete Is what has impelled the Cortes to 
legislate with such railway speed- upon the laws 
which are to govern the land for the future! It is 
just possible. Thirty-seven articles of the constitu- 
tion were voted the very next day without even one 
amendment, without even one set speech, and al- 
most without intercalations or interpellations of 
any kind from any or the most BDsech-ioving mem-

Exciting Debate in the Keidutog—Collision 


Between tbo I'roasian Treasury and the 
Bund—Baron Von Der Heydt Baited—Sirens 
Speeches from Bismarck and the Opposi- 
tion—A Threat of Resignation—Clashing of 
Swords—A Government Defeat—Mo Supplies 


BERLIN, May 24,1869. 


Friday and Saturday were devoted by the Reich- 


stag to the discussion of the often mentioned internal 
revenue or tax bills whicn the North German gov- 
ernment proposes with the view of relieving the 
Prussian finances. A memorial has been addressed 
for this purpose by the Prussian Minister of Finance, 
Baron von der Heydt, to the Buud Chancellor, who 
laid it before the Reichstag. 
It begins with the ad- 


mission of a deficit existing for the last two years ia 
the Prussian Treasury and shows its inevitable and 
rapid increase lor the present and next year. To re- 
medy this unlucky state of things and enable Prussia 
to pay its allotment to the Confederate government! 
the Reichstag is asked to vote a variety of taxes to 
be levied directly for the Confederation, whereby 
Prussia's budget would be greatly eased in lessening 
the apportionment. These duties are on alcohol, beer, 
fias, petroleum, sugar, a stamp dnty on commercial 
transactions and on receipts.'ana ten per cent on 
railway lares. 


If the North German Reichstag would take no 


action for the purpose of relieving the Prussian 
Treasury it would force the government of that state 
to have recourse to measures highly oppressive and 
injurious to the country. The memorial further 
states that Prussia could not increase her indirect 
taxation, and that in order to cover the deficit her 
direct taxes would require an augmentation of fifty 
per cent, which would weigh altogether too heavily 
on the poor classes. The only way to avoid down- 
right calamity is the granting of more revenue to 
the Bund, government; otherwise the Prussian ad- 
ministration would Save to strike out m Its etat the 
most useful 
and necessary expenditures 
and 


incur the danger of BO^rnlfilling Its past obligations. 


It was, of course, this drastic document which 


furnished arguments ror the debate to both parties, 
the one being the Bund Chancellor and the ultra 
conservatives—among these Baron von der Heydt 
(who sits in the Reichstag as a representative only), 
and the other the free conservatives, national lib- 
erals, fortachritt, and au other parties. One or the 
Bund government officials introduced the bill by a 
lengthy expose of its necessity, its beauties ana the 
facility of levying the proposed taxes. The first 
speaker of. tne opposition—a moderate national lib- 
ejal—admitted that .the deficit of Prussia was a con-

a hard task demanded or him. namely, to carry on

disarm. It has been haw in France that Its security 
depends upon the sworn.

PROGRESS OF HIEGEfl RADICALISM DOWN SOUTH.

[Prom the Jackson (Miss.) Clarion, June 5 1 
Henry Mayson, a colored man of this town, is re- 
ported as havintr harangued a crowd in the Court 
House ol Rankm county on Saturday last to the rol- 
lowing style. 
He was accompanied by Captain 
Fisher, a member of the EgBleston State Executive 
Committee and late of the Committee of Sixteen, 
who spoke on the occasion. Navson is therefore 
properly spenKlnf. a representative man mid a 
leader of his party. 
These facts give to his utter- 
ances unusual significance:— Mayson took the stand 
and for nearly two hours poured forth such a sluice 
ot vulgar, indecent, blasphemous and Incendiary 
ribaldry as we have never heard Irom mortal lipa 
berore. He denounced the white people of Ilaukm aa 
a set of "damned, stinkine rebels and scoundrels-" 
called Hiram Jones "Old Jackal! Jones;" called l>r 
Catcnmsrs "Old Kltchcna;" spoke of the Irishmen of 
Jackson as the "damned blatherskite Irish"— ol Gov- 
ernor Humphreys as "Old Ben Humm-eys, who was 
kicked out of the Governor's mansion"; abused "Old 
Joe Davis," "Ola Mays," "Old Brown," "Old Jeff 
Davis," and various other gentlemen, and asserted 
that he was sent here as an emissary and Incendiary 
and that he waa paid for coming. He said Costello had 
Hworn before the Reconstruction Committee that 
the negroes of this State were in favor or expelling 
the whites. He would not say that Casteilo spoke 
tlie truth, but he would say that he waa for the gov- 
ernment, and ir the government? said Hang every 
damned rebel, from Jerr Davis down, he was in fordo- 
ing It. He had no conildence In "Old Kitchens, or 
any other damned Kanklii rebel," and he was glad 
to know that "BUI McGowan had been placed over 
them to keep them straight." He then told the no- 
croes that tue government had 30,000 acres or land 
within six miles of Brandon which they could get at 
a bit an acre, and advised them to stop working for 
white rebels. He said the rebel democrats, by their 
keenness, had got Grant and half the republican 
party on their aide, and the colored people should 
look out for themselves. His whole speech was one 
continued tirade of abuse, and "damned white 
rebel scoundrels" seemed to be a favorite expression. 
Everything was said that could be said to exas- 
perate and Inflame the white people present, and 
his object, was evidently to got up a riot in order to 
have an excuse for arresting some or our prominent 
citizens. He boosted, time and again, that he was 
sent here as au emissary, lhat his fare was paid, 
and that he had the army at hla back to protect him 
in tho freedom of Hpeecn. It was a deliberate at- 
tempt to raise a riot, and had it not been for tho 
counsels of some of our best men, who helii back 
those who were boiling over with indignation, tho 
object would have been 'accomplished, and many 
good men, both white and black, might now bo 
mouldering in the grave. We call upon General 
Ames to put a stop to these outrages.

On the 1st of July Brazil comes ia for the delights 


of war in the shape of extra taxation by increased 
and extended stamp duties, legacy duties and the 
heavy taxes on trades and professions, agriculture 
alone being to some extent exempted from their 
burden. 
By the new tariff, which comes into force 


upon the same day, about tea per cent dnty has been 
added to silks, porcelain, cut glass, tobacco, carved 
wood wort and articles of luxury. 
The only im- 


portant reduction has been on kerosene, which will 
pay 120 reis the kilogramme instead of 100 reis the 
pound, being a reduction of about twenty-one cents 
the gallon. The duties will be levied according to 
the weights and measures of the French metrical 
system, which system was intended to be eaiorced 
all through ttte empire in 1870, but will not, it ia 
probable, be carried into effect so soon. 


The last news from Paraguay is that the Brazilian 


troops had moved from Asuncion, leaving only about 
2.000 men there to garrison it. About 2,000 men had 
been landed at Rosario, some ninety miles to the 
north of Asuncion, with the view of drawing sup- 
plies of cattle from it and of Isolating Lopez from 
the northwest part of Paraguay.

The pilots say that one of the 
great rivers of Brazil has changed its cousre, and 
from the Amazon nas turned into the Parana1 We 
should like to know. The river as low down as 
Buenos Ayres is filled with reeds and tufts of grass 
and little hillocks thai have come from great dis- 
tances. In 1857 these floating islands were lar^e 
enough to carry down small animals, as tio-ers and 
deer; but though the waters are much higher now 
they have earned down nothing lanrer than snakes. 
A company has just undertaken to build a tram- 
way through the city of Buenos Ayres, and one of 
the company, Colonel Juan Manual Maclas, goes to 
the United Stales by this steamer to obtain tlie 
materials. 
Peace prevails among the provinces of the Plate. 
The financial crisis continues at Montevideo, and 
worse is feared. Gold IB at Q% premium. Lumber 
from the United States has not lately brought re- 
munerative prices. A few sporadic cases of cholera 
have occurred here lately, but bhe season is too late 
to fear an epidemic. Exchange closes at 49% peuca 
to the gold dollar. Tha supply or water from the 
river by the new waterworks hgs begun, and foun- 
tains are round in various parts of tins city.

CARS AHD FERBIES-A SENSIBLE SUEGESTIDN.

In the rapid growth or cities the means of quick 


and uninterrupted locomotion, although or vital Im- 
portance to the community, seldom meet with the 
attention 
deserved, 
until

inconvenience 


becomes so glaring that a change Is rorced oy actual 
necessity. Not very long sluce a few lumbering 
stages were sufficient to transport the compar- 
atively small number of travellers from one part of 
tlie city to another.

Many of us care not ror a 
little personal inconvenience, yet strongly obiect to 
the samo sjateui as applied to our wives, smtera 
or aged relatives. Many of the companies who are 
our masters in this matter, make most praiseworuiv 
efforts to use to the utmost their limited means of 
accommodation; but all lall far short of tlie over- 
whelming public.ncceasity. Is It nol time, then to 
adopt another plan, and Increase our facilities for 
reaching our Homes when fatigued with the labor ofi 
the day or the heat of the weather •/ Why should we 
not use dummy engmesf Because they frighten 
horses I 1 hen drive one horse in front or the engine 
and the cause of fngnt is removed. The horse need 
not be required to pull—the engine will do that—but 
merely to keep the IKVCC, and i>y this means a train 
or three, four or flvo cars might be started as often 
as occasion required, and plenty of room left all the 
time ror passengers on any part of the route 
Tno 
cars should be stopped ouly at tha corner of every 
block ror the ingress and ogress or passengers,

Tho War in Para«iiny—Fisit of the Count 


A'ilu—l,apcz and His Sacrifices—Public Im- 
provement*—Orcat River Changes—Peace 
on the JU-ivcr I'hite. 


BUENOS AYHES, & A., April 13,1869. 


There has been published here just now a letter 


written to the Argentine Minister in Pans by the 
Argentine Minister for Foreign Affairs, giving an 
account or the battles of December last, and stating 
that the Paraguayan war was ended. Just as tula 
appears we learn I lie news that Lopez has been able 
to collect an army of from 7,000 to 10,000 men, and 
that he lias entrenchments, guns aua ammunition. 
And of so much importance 13 it to dislodge him that 
all the organization of the allied army continues, 
and 20,000 men ure to march into tlie Interior to seek 
the enemy and to L'ive battle where they may find 
him. 
This cxpcditiou is costing an immense sum or 


iouey and goes not without uauger. 
The Count d'Eu, son-in-law of the Emperor of 


Brazil, has been appointed commandcr-m-chicr or 
.he Brazilian forces, and passed through this cliy a 
'ew days ago. en route for the scat or war. He Is 
young, ambitious, observing, and gained some ex- 
perience In practical war under General O'Donncll 
in Morocco, and on the staff of General Sherman m 
,he war or the rebellion. For these rour years he 
laa been at Rio Janeiro, where lie knew well the 
opinions or the court aud Legislature concernlnc the 
war, and he will probably carry out a programme 
acceptable to Ihe government of Bfazll. 
There waa round in the Custom House here a short 


,ime ago a very elegant act or furniture, made in 
France, intended for the new palace of President 
Lopez, at Asuncion. It wa« semen as the proourtv 
or the enemy, and Bold by order of the Argentine 
government. There was ono sola, four arm chairs 
twelve drawing room chairs, six charge d'arraire 
chairs, Ac. A^ great concourse witnessed the auc- 
lon, which was spirited, and the articles brought 
high prices. They were bought for a room In the 
government buildings, and were Urst used by Count 
d'Eu, on his recent call, on his way to measure arms 
with their former owner. 


Of the exact location of Lopez little is really 
known. He is known to be between Cerro Leon and 
•araguay, at a pass called Ascura, and, sheltered 
among tlio spurs of the Cordilleras, he has establish- 
ed powder mills and cannon foundries, aud tho 
number of his men is constantly Increasing.

DECISION IN A CASE INVOLVING A BULLION OF DOLLARS. 


[From the Ohloago Post, June 5.] 


In the Superior Court or Chicago this morning his 
Houor Judy:e Jameson rendered a decision in tha 
case of Uhllch vs. Muliike. This is one or tho largest 
suits ever brought In Chicago, Involving the dispo- 
sition o! over $1,000,000 worth of real estate lyinn 
within the city. 


The action was commenced In December, 1887, by 
the heirs of CarliG. Uhllch against John H. Muhlkej 
to Bet aside- a deed maae by Uhllcn In 1805. convey* 
ing to Muhike one-third of all the estate of Uhlich. 
and also ot-her deeds made by Uhllch in 1867, con- 
voying nearly all the balance or hla property to 
Muliike, saving certain portions to his sona. Tho 
case was argued bv counsel during the latter part of 
1'obruary and the ilrst or March of this year. 
The decision or the court was very elaborate, 
taking about two and a half Hours In Its delivery. 
The conclusions arrived at by the court were thai 


the will ol Mr. Uhllch, made In July, 1867, and also 
tho decda made September, 1887, were obtained 
through undue Influence brought to bear upon him 
by Mrs. Uhlich on Her deathbed. In Juno. 1807. 


Tnat the deeds made by umicn In 1805, convcylnn 
one-thiru or all or nls estate to Muhlkc, shall stand, 
but that the deeds mada In September, 1807, which

Before Judges ClerKe, Barnard and Cardozo. 


The Olympic -Theatre Cose—An Oral Argument 


to be Had. 


BoUes, Receiver, vs. Dvff, 8ecetver.—1he motion to 


open the default of the defendant in this ease and to 
allow an oral argument has been decided in the Gen- 
eral Term in his favor. Judge Carflozo, delivering 
the opinion of tne Conn, holds that the acTion of 
plaintiff's counsel could not bind the defendant, and 
ne was at liberty either to submit his points or treat 
It as a default. If it were not a default they could 
jiot be deprived of their right to an oral argument. 
It must therefore be considered that they suffered a 
default, and as they apply to be relieved from the de- 
fault the only question is whether they snow a suffi- 
cient excuse. He holds that the defendant does 
show a fair and reasonable excuse for not attending 
at the last General Term, and. thinks it entirely nn- 
precedent that He should be required to waive the 
benefit of an oral argument as a condition of being 
relieved from the default. The right to argue a cause 
orally is too valuable to De lightly taken away. 
He 
does not stop to 
review the 
affidavits 
Upon the subject of negligence; for relief from de- 
faults '-is often granted against the ooen and con- 
Jessed negligence of the defaulting party or His at- 
torney or counsel." He tliinfts the aflldavlts fully 
acquit the defendant and his counsel of Intentional 
negligence. If toe plaintitts are entitled to the re- 
port they obtained, they will only lose a little time 
by the opening of the default, and if they are not so 
entitled they ought not to be permitted to hold it. 
But If it were a submission and not a default, the 
court conld at any time entertain and, if it thought 
t>roper, grant a motion te open the submission, re- 
lieve the parties from the stipulation to submit, re- 
store the cause to the calendar and allow it to be 
argued orally. More clearly this is so when the 
submission Is by but one of the parties; or if it is to 
be regarded as a compulsory submission the Court 
can at any tune change the order, and lie tumia a 
Blight cause in such an Important case is sufficient 
tor such a change. 
The motion should be granted and the cause re- 
stored to the calendar and ordered to be Heard as 
the first case on the second Monday. Ordered ac- 
cordingly. 
. Judge Barnard concurs in this opinion. 
Judge Clerte delivers a dissenting opinion, in 
\vhich, while he holds that the General Term has the 
power to open the submission and order a reargu- 
jnent, he hclds the proceeding at the last term not a- 
default, but a regular submission by one of the 
parties. The practice on the part of the Court of 
receiving the points and other papers of the party 
who is really giving a reasonable time lor the sub- 


- mission of his points to the party who is not ready 
Js equitable, and causes less delay than granting de- 
faults, which are always followed by a motion to 
open them, and which are almost always granted. 
It also serves as a salutary checlc upon a reluctant 
or dilatory contestant. The Court unquestionably 
has the power to grant motions of this description, 
but it never does so except "under circumstances 
eimilar to such as would authorize the granting of a 


1 reargument, or for reasons equally grave or urgent. 
No such reasons had been presented on this motion, 
nor does he see that Justice requires the removal of 
the cause from one General Term to another merely 
v> give the defendant the right of presenting an oral 
iirgnment. Ho states that he has not yet mvesti- 
eateftthe case submitted at the last term, but that 
It would have been decided had the defendant's 
counsel submitted his points in due time.

A Suit for Alleged False Representation. 


Before Justice Fithian. 


Souton vs. Elmer ana Others.—This was a suit 


against Messrs. Elmer, Yfetmose aria Babcocs, charg- 
ing them with a conspiracy to sell to the defendants, 
by misrepresentation of its value, 1,000 shares of the 
"World Gaslight company, then nascent, for $14,000. 
He laid his damages at J50.000. It appears tnat the 
company at the time had not Issued any stock; In fact, 
the patents on which it was founded were ln»litiga- 
tion. Wctmore, however, had a certiilcato calling 
lor Sl,ooo shares of the stock when it should be 1s- 
Bued, which Elmer had iu his hands for sale. Eluwr 
called the plaintiff's attention to It, and said it was a 
big thins and would make a revolution In the gas 
business. The plaintiff went to Wotmore to ask the 
Jjrice of his stock, and Wetmore sent him to Bab- 
cock, the President of the company. The plaintiff 
says that Babcock told him it was worth $14 a share 
and would soon be worth par and more, and that re- 
lying on these representations he purchased the 
etock at that price. 
The delendifhra at the close of plaintiffs' case 
asked each for himself a non-suit. The Court ruled 
at once that there \vas no proof of a conspiracy, but 
toot till the mornins to decide on tue imestion of 
false representation, and then held that the proof 
ncainst Klmer was not suniclcut to warrant the case 
to be sent to the Jury afl to him, mid therefore 
granted him a non-suit uu<l $200 extra allowance. 
As to the others he thought there was evidence, 
though slight, of misrepresentation, and the case 
should go to the jury. The two defendants thereupon 
proceeded with their case. Mr, Sharer, for defend- 
ant l^liuer, dented that they had ever made the 
representations charged to them. 
The Court charged the jury that in order to recover 
the plaintiff must allow false representations by the 
, 4lclendantB, Known to Uiem to be false, on which he 
relied. It was not enough ttiat he partly relied ou 
one defendant's statements and partly on those of 
the other uulcss ttiero waa such a coucert of uctiou 
shown between the two as made each the moutn- 
jpiece of the other. 
Nor was it enough for him to 
Bliow that the defendants bad made misstateineuts 
•uiilcps it also apDcared that they Knew them to be 
lulsbtatements. The amount of damages, ir they 
Bliouki il'ud lor tNe plaintiff, was lore to them.

Osrnar Klopscn vs. F. B. Degener.—This was an 


action to recover the sum of sixty dollars for pro- 
fessional services as physician, rendered by plaintiff 
for defendant. 
The answer was a general dental 


and a counter claim for $260 damages sustained by 
reason of malpractice. The plaintiff proved that he 
graduated as physician and surgeon in Berlin in 
1842; 
that in April, 1SS8, the defendant hau dislo- 


cated nls shoulder; that he attended him a number 
of times, and that his services were reasonably worth 
the amount he claimed. 
When the plamtut had 
rested the defendant's counsel moved to dismiss the 
complaint on the ground that plaintiff had failed to 
comply with an old law, which he elted, which re- 
quired him to file a copy of his diploma with the 
County Clers. This motion was deni ed py the court. 
The defence then attempted to prove that plaintiffs 
services, instead of benefiting defendant, were in 
fact a positive injury to him, and that in conse- 
quence he was compelled to have an operation per- 
formed by Professor Detmold, and that he has noc 
yet entirely recovered. The plaintiff admitted that 
Professor Detmoia performed, the operation, but 
claimed that it became necessary in consequence of 
delendant's own indiscretions. The jury rendered a 
verdict for plaintiff, for thirty dollars.

IMMIGBATION. 


Tremendous Increase of Ijomiirrante—Heavy 


Business at Caatle Garden on Mouday—In- 
teresting Statistics. 
whatever tie cause may be that decimates ttie 


population of most European countries and In- 
creases our own at a rate of numerical progress 
hitherto unparalleled, tne fact stands prominent. 
It is almost useless Here to inquire into tne manifold 
agencies tnat eitner produce or contribute to this 
constant, increasing flow of population to tne west 
across tne ocean. Such an inquiry may be and pro- 
bably is within the province of tue historian and tne 
political economist; but be whose duty 13 simply to 
record tie daily events of moment as they occur/ 
need but give the statement of fact and leave the 
pragmatical inquiry into the relationship of effects 
to causes and vice versa to others. 


Such a fact, of great moment at present, is the Im- 


mense Increase la the number of immigrants land- 
ing at this port the present year over the last. While 
the entire number of immigrants for the first five 
months or the year 1888, from Janaaryl to May 31, 
waa 34,677, the number of arrivals at Castle Garden 
for the same period this year amounted to 50,630— 
an increase of over' forty-eight per cent over 
the immigration of last year. The following tables

About three weeks ago tho stage drivers talked 


about striking for an advance of wages, and a meet- 
ing was called for tnat purpose at Beilevuo Gardons. 
A wei day put a damper on me meeting ana the 
strike, and, in the absence of any regular organiza- 
tion, the matter dropped. Tho success of the car 
drivers has inspired the stage drivers again, »na Ou 
Sunday next the "Jehus" propose to organize.a 
nociety and Inaugurate a siriko.

An- 
other meeting was held by the men, when they re- 
solved to leave work, and the men are now all oi» 
strike. 


THE CAP SIAEEKS. 
The men and women who mate cap mould* and 
cover and cut caps are on strike for an advance 
of twen!7-nve per cent on present rates. One pecu- 
liarity of the strike is, that a portion of the em- 
ployers are donating money to support the strikers. 
Of course those giving money favor the strikers and 
they want the other bosses to do so.

The repoK of the Board ot "Visitors to tae Kaval 


Academy at Annapolis, appointed to attend the 
recent examination Into the police, discipline ana- 
general management of the institution, ic., has' 
been received by Secretary Borie. It Is "dated Junerf 
4, and states that the Board assembled MSy 20 and* 
attended all the public exercises of the midshipmen.' 
They carefully observed the general tone, bearing; 
and air of all connected with- the institutfbn. In alB 
exercises and at all hours, whether on or off duty,1 
and examined into the condition of tne grounds,' 
buildings, 
vessels, 
apparatus 
and 
appur-' 


tenancea 
of all 
Muds, 
for 
evidence 
as 


to the thoroughness and vigor of the government.' 
Among the recommendations .made by^tae com« 
mlttee ia the purchase ol the tract of land coverect 
by small, cheap dwellings between the old ana new 
lands*bf the Academy. They also recommend that 
the graduating class be distributed among the ves-1 
sels of the navy, as many in active service have had 
iio midshipmen on board. This, they think, would 
suoplyawant that islelt.be more useful to .the 
government and at the same time be acquiring more 
practical experience than by any otaer method. 
They express gratification at the successful exami- 
nation in gunnery and admirable target firing with/ 
the heavy guns of the Santea. They condemn tna 
text book on steam nsed at the Academy: 
("Main 
and

En- 
gine") it being a work prepared in Eng- 
land, and think tfiat further euorts should ba 
made to carry into effect the spirit of the act of Con< 
gtess providing for tae education or naval construe- > 
tors and engineers, so that cadet engineers be ad- 
mitted to the Naval Academy. During the year, out 
of nearly 400 students and officers, there has been, 
on. an average, only about two per cent excused" 
from duty by reason of ill health. They also recomV 
mend that the principal naval ofiicera of thsAcatle-. 
my's staff be kept on duty for four years, instead ot 
three, with a change of one-fourth of the detail- an- 
nually. It is possible that the Academy may soon 
furnish more officers annually than the dimin- 
ished navy requires m time of peace. They would, 
nevertheless, maintain at least the present number; 
of students. In case of a surplus above the imme- 
diate necessities of the service the rules restrain- 
ing resignation might be relaxed aud some plan 
might oe devised or giving an indefinite leave or ab- 
sence without pay, subject to a call to duty in emer- 
gencies. In conclusion, the Board pays a tribute to 
the services of Vice Admiral Porter, and also ac- 
knowledges the industry and sound judgment of 
Captain N. B. Harrison, the commandant of mid- 
shipmen.

At the 
caucus held on Saturday last it will be 
remembered tSat it was resolved by the con- 
servative peers to use all their power to reject 
Mr. Gladstone's bill. Two young and highly 
influential Peers counselled their brethren to 
yield. It was our conviction, as we then 
stated, that, in spite of the vote, their advice 
would tell. We were not wrong in our opinion 
if this news is to be trusted. It is now af- 
firmed that the Archbishop of Canterbury has 
counselled the Bishops not to oppose the bill. 
It is added that not fewer than twenty-five 
conservative peers will decline to follow the 
policy of rejection announced by the majority 
at their meeting on Saturday, and that the 
defection of others is probable. The Loud* 
have taken fright. It may now be taken for 
granted that the opposition will not be for- 
midable. The presumption, in fact, ia that 
the bill will pass. 


JUKTMEK.—"Rogers must hang that jury- 


men may dine" might still be true if there 
were any jurymen. But the difficulty that 
justice complains of now is, not that the jury- 
man baa such an appetite, but that he cannot 
be found. Out of one hnndrcd and flfty sum- 
moned, says Recorder Hackett, but eighteen 
answered" to their names, and eleven of these 
were excused for good and sufficient reasons. 
Only seven were obtained, then, from a panel 
of one hundred and flfty. Here it Beems to us 
that some points are pretty clear. The num- 
ber justly excusable shows that the panel was 
badly made, and tbat there is a failure in 
duty on the part of -the authorities is shown 
in the fact that the one hundred and thirty 
two delinquents are not followed up. 


The War Olooil in the South—A Word 


Time to the Administration. 


Cuba, flanked by Peru and Chile, looms up 


in our southern prospect with dark threaten- 
ings of a war with Spain, to be carried on 
within the waters of the Atlantic. The 
memory of the bombardment of Valparaiso 
and of the attack on Callao by a Spanish fleet 
has not faded from the minds of Spanish 
Americans, and the chances for retaliation 
which are offered by the revolutionary move- 
ment in Cuba are too good to be readily aban- 
doned. Negotiations for peace between the 
South American republics and Spain have 
been initiated 
under the auspices of our 


government, and the representatives of the 
belligerents are to meet in a few weeks in 
Washington to consider the terms. In view 
of the recent recognition of the bejligerent 
rights of the Cuban republic by Verii anci 
Chile we do not consider that the chances for 
a peace'with SptKn are very promising, while 
it seems evident 
that both the Spanish 


American States are ready to admit a different 
result. 
f 


This complication of affairs gives an in- 


creased importance to the efforts of the Cnbans 
to throw off the yoke of Spain, and a new 
element is now brought into the field by the 
action of the armed Spanish mob which has 
taken possession of the government in Havana. 
We give little importance to the rumor that 
the volunteers who have driven General Dolce 
from Cuba intend to establish a separate 
autonomy in the island, under a triumvirate, 
or that they contemplate preventing the land- 
ing of the coming Captain General Rodas, or 
proclaiming the ex-Queen Isabella or her son, 
or in any way seek to sever the ties which bind 
them to the mother country. 
It seems to us 


more likely that events in the western portion 
of Cuba will take a grave domestic aspect, 
which may'weaken still farther the precarious 
hold Spain retains unpn her American posses- 
sions, Tbe avowed motive of the usurpation 
is the corruption of the officials who have 
recently come from Spain, the accusation 
being that they have sold victory to the 
patriots and robbed the revenues of the gov- 
ernment, leaving the treasury without means 
to prosecute the war. 


In this condition of affairs the temporary 


government of Havana is seeking to inaugu- 
rate renewed activity by ordering all the 
troops to the field and garrisoning the towns 
with the volunteers, as will be seen by our 
telegraphic despatches to-day. 
Such a course 


requires more money than the government 
now possesses, and the volunteers will soon 
find that they must split upon the rock of 
poverty in the treasury, or resort to some 
new plan to obtain supplies. These cannot be 
"bund in the exhausted treasury of Spain, and 
he only possible resort will be impressment 
of supplies and foreed contributions of money. 
When we remember the bitterness with which 
the volunteers reviled General Dulce on every 
occasion when he sought to observe the pub- 
ic law of nations, either in the delivery to 
breign representatives of parties arrested or 
he liberation of others who had been pro- 
nounced innocent by the courts, we cannot 
ook for any very nice discrimination ia their 
seizure 
of 
goods 
or 
their 
demands 


or 
money; 
and 
we 
believe 
if 
the 


Spanish Minister at Washington to-day were 
asked if his government would respond to ours 
for the safety of American lives, or the se- 
curity of American interests in Havana, un- 
der the present state of affairs, he would be 
orced to acknowledge that the power of Spain 
las ceased to be respected in Cuba, and could 
n no wise be brought to account for what may 
jccur there. 


Thus we have upon our immediate border 


lie questions of a foreign war and domestic 
narchy. If such a conjunction were to occur 
a any country in Europe the Cabinets of con- 
tiguous nations would not only demand guaran- 
,ees from the fomenters of disorder, but would 
irepare to interfere ia the interests of human 
ind. The question is a purely American one, 
and we are the controlling Power in America, 
hould England or France intervene we should 
at once protest and prepare to protect our own 
nterests. 
With such duties and such im- 


>ulses 
it 
becomes us to 
inquire what 


iteps has the administration taken to be pre- 
pared for future contingencies. There is but 
one answer. Mr. Fish has made himself active 
in listening to the complaints of tho Spanish 
Minister about the shipment of a few rusty 
small arms; Secretary Boutwoll has busied 
limself with stopping steamships engaged ia 
egal traffic, and the politicians in the Cabinet 
and around it are scheming to raise the cry of 
a war with England, in the hope to catch the 
?enian vote and sway the fall elections. Such 
ignoring of great events at our own door, and 
magnifying distant molehills into mountains 
would be ludicrous if it were not contemptible. 


When the echoes from the guns of the 


Spanish and. Peruvian iron-dads in American 
waters shall waken our Rip Van Winkles in 
Washington to a contemplation of the rude 
facts of the present day, when the gathering 
leets of France and England in the West 
Indies shall show them the estimation in which 
European statesmen hold the present great 
question of America, then will they come to 


knowledge of tha opportunity they have 


Lost, and perhaps recognize the fact that the 
pen of a live statesman might have controlled 
events of the highest importance to the future 
of this country. 
We say again to our very 


respectable head of the State Department, war 
is brooding within the echo of our own shores, 
anarchy is rampant where the lives of many 
of our citizens and millions of their interests 
are at stake, and it behooves you to act, and to 
act with energy and decision. 
Our home 


squadron must b« augmented, our representa- 
tives at the scene of events must be instructed 
and sustained, and tho government must be 
prepared to accept the changed relations Of 
Cuba to ourselves and to the world.

No one can deny that he understands 
the character and position of the Austrian 
empire, nor can any one deny that under hia 
care Austria in doing well. Hia opposition to 
the Church is notorious.

school reform and other questions affecting 
the welfare of the people to successful issues, 
in spite of the threats of bishops and arch- 
bishops, and in total disregard of the thunders 
of Rome. One bishop has bean locked up and 
awaita his trial for instigating Ui« people to 


resist the civil government. The Cardinal 
Archbishop of Vienna, who has interfered on 
behalf of his clerical brother and subordinate, 
has been snubbed and coolly informed that he 
had better mind his own business. Meanwhile 
reform goes on in other directions. Russia 
has offended Poles all over the world by 
stamping out everywhere all traces of their 
separate nationality. Galicia is a province of 
ancient Poland, but Galicia belongs to Austria. 
Following out consistently the conciliatory 
policy adopted towards Hungary, the Austrian 
government has promulgated an order author- 
" sing the use of the Polish language in the ad- 
ministration of the internal service of Galicia. 
This is a powerful bid for the sympathy and sup- 
port of the Poles, and it cannot fail to succeed. 
If Austria will only go on as she has begun 
history will be compelled to record the fact 
that Sadowa was her salvation. 


A Letter 
Van 
on State Sovereignty—Hip 


Winkle Outdone. 


Alexander H. Stephens, of Georgia, late 


Vice President of the late Southern confed- 
eracy, is out with another constitutional letter 
on State rights. He reminds us of the story 
of the old Bourbon who wrote a history of 
France, leaving out the great revolution and 
the empire as extraneous 
matters. 
Mr. 


Stephens contends that the prime cause of the 
late war was not slavery, but State rights, in- 
clnding State sovereignty. 
Granting the ab- 


straction, these facts are none the less fixed hi 
history:—-That the slave holding States con- 
cerned in seceding from the United States 
seceded to save their institution of slavery; 
ihat in setting up their separate confederacy 
they did so for the perpetuation and expansion 
of slavery; that they had been making their 
preparations for war before they seceded; that 
they were organized for war when they se- 
ceded, and that before going to war they pro- 
claimed slavery the corner stone of their new 
confederation. 
It is also true that State 


sovereignty was a mere pretext for secession 
and the war for a Southern confederacy, be- 
cause in the Southern 
States which did 


not by State authority join the confed- 
eracy the preachers of State sovereignty, 
such 
as 
Breekinridge, 
of 
Kentucky, 


Price, of Missouri, and hosts of others in 
Kentucky, Missouri and Maryland, abandoned 
their respective States and fought against 
them ia the armies of Jeff Davis. 
Old Hickory 


was right in his opinion that Calhoun's agita- 
tions of State sovereignty did not look to the 
ireservation, but to the dissolution of the 
Jnion. Jefferson's grand idea was a dominant 
>arty, but Calhoun's was a Southern con- 
ederacy. 


Mr. Stephens, going back to 1860 as the 


rue point of departure, says that sovereignty 
in this country still resides where it did in 
1776, 1777 and 1778—"that is, with the people 
of the several States." The war has not 
resulted as he desired, and therefore it goes 
"or nothing. From the time of Moses down to 
;his day war has been uniformly accepted as 
the last appeal and the results as conclusive in 
settling the questions at stake; and we fear 
hat the United States will not depart from 
his long line of precedents for the accommo- 
dation of Mr. Stephens. On both horns of the 
dilemma, slavery and State sovereignty, he Is 
transfixed. The maa is merely mumbling in 
iis sleep who talks at this day of the constitu- 
tional Uuioa of our fathers. 
It went down in 


,he deluge with African slavery. 


Yet Mr. Stephens, a regular Southern sleep 


walker, tells us that we must ,go back to the 
good old Jefferaonian doctrines of State rights 


before there oan be a return to ihe days of 


peace, harmony, prosperity and happiness 
which formerly marked our course." This is 
sheer nonsense. What were the days of peace 
to which he refers "i During the long and fear- 
id agitation of the slavery question they were 
the days of a reiga of terror throughout the 
South. In those halcyon days the Northeru 
maa going South without Ms vouchers of 
soundness on slavery did ao at the peril of his 
life. Admitting that this terrorism was the 
aw of necessity, who would have the dreadful 
necessity restored ? 


We are, however, solemnly warned by Mr. 


Stephens that ualeas we have those old State 
rights dogmas re-established we shall inevita- 
bly drift into imperialism. It may be so; but 
we cannot roll back the world to the period 
before the deluge. 
We cannot restore the 


Bourbons. We must go on. Railways, steam- 
ships and telegraphs have lakca the place of 
Southern abstractions and the old stage coach 
of five miles an hour and the old clipper ship 
passage of six weeks across the Atlantic. 
Rip Van Winkle, after his twenty years' sleep, 
was nearer the time of day thaa Mr. Stephens.

But a more immediately practica- 
ble project is that already iaaugurated of con- 
veying vast quantities of Western grain to New 
Orleans, where rivals of the immense eleva- 
tors of Chicago are beginuiag to be erected, 
and whence it may be convenieatly shipped 
to New York or to Europe, at less expense 
than overland by railway. The extortions 
of railway monopolies must eventually be 
checked ia some way by means of tho Mis- 
sissippi.

Alarming RaHroad AccWen«»-Fr<wtd«nt Grant 


and Hia Family In Dancer. 


We record to-day another railway accident, 


serious in its consequences and of a very 
alarming character, President Grant with the 
members of his family and a select party hav- 
ing had their lives jeopardized by the occur- 
rence. It took place on the line of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railway, near Annapolis 
Junction, yesterday, during the run of a 
through express train bound from Washington 
for New York. The details appear in our 
columns. From the most reliable sources we 
learn that tho train left Washington at a very 
early hour in the morning with nine or ten 
cars attached, every seat, with all the sleeping 
berths, being 
engaged. 
A high rate of 


speed was maintained. 
Midway between 


Washington and Baltimore the engine collided 
with a cow which was lying on the track, when 
a fearful crash ensued. Cars in the centre of 
the train were sprung in the midst, toppling 
ov«r and smashing one against the other in 
wild disorder. The car occupied by President 
Grant, his wife and children, his brother-in- 
law, Secretary Boutwell and others, which was 
In. the rear, crushed against the crumbling 
debris in front, but was not injured. The dis- 
tinguished party escaped unhurt, but vastly 
alarmed. Sad results ensued to others, how- 
ever, some twenty or thirty persons being 
severely wounded. It is difficult to reconcile 
the statements yet awhile, the railroad com- 
pany, as is usual with most railroad companies, 
not affording much information under the cir- 
comstanoes. President Grant was forwarded 
to New York. When sought amid the rum he 
was found staading on the platform of a car 
smoking. It is said General Grant was not 
aware at the moment of the extent of the ac- 
cident. Is it destiny, or his natural tempera- 
ment? 


THE EXCITED ASD MIXED STATE OF AFFAIES 


is WAIL STEEET.—The "bears" had another 
jubilee in Wall street yesterday, and things in 
that locality looked decidedly "mixed." The 
most singular feature of the day was the sud- 
den and sharp demand for money, for which 
borrowers had to pay as high as one-quarter 
per cent per day interest, in order to get funds 
with which to make their accounts good at 
bank. Gold fell to 138£ upon the announce- 
ment that the Bank of England had reduced its 
rate of discount, but shot up again to 139f when 
the news of an emeute in Paris was reported. 
The feeling ia London, where L consols were 
said, by private telegram, to have fallen to 92 
and five-twenties to 79}, induced a belief that 
something really'serious had transpired in the 
French capital. 


A NEGEO OEATOE INCITING TO ODTEA.GE.— 


We publish an abstract of a speech recently 
delivered by a negro orator in Mississippi 
under the auspices of the white radical Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 
The fellow had the 


effrontery to acknowledge that he was an 
'emissary" and an "incendiary;" that he was 


paid for coming, advised the negroes to stop 
working for white rebels, and otherwise in- 
cited the black population to riot and outrage.

reported that they had neither the time nor tho 
books of reference at hand to verify or refuta 
the assertions and arguments contained ia. 
these documents. "Many of them they be- 
lieve to be exaggerated, if not entirely un- 
founded." They conclude their report by say-»- 
ing:—" Without attempting a defence or his- 
tory of Masonry, your committee would re- 
mind their brethren that, in our own country, 
at least, the Order has numbered among it« 
members some of the purest and noblest men, 
statesmen, Christians, and not a few ministers 
of the Gospel."

What shall we do with our streets "in order

Hall makes, looking to this end, some proposi- 
tions that will be accepted by all as giving 
.great assistance in the public necessity with 
little change and small outlay; and he makes 
others that, because they are revolutionary and 
almost iconoclastic, and because they seem to 
threaten a very great burden of expense, will 
meet with strenuous opposition. His proposi- 
tion in regard to Broadway is of this latter 
class.

Anniversary of Londonderry. 


LoNDONDBKttY, N. H., Jnna 10, 1889. 


Tne one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the 


settlement of this old town wu celebrated here to- 
day, amid the ringing ol bells, booming |of cannon 
and general rejoicings. A procession was formed la 
the morning and marched through the lower village 
to tne depot, where It was joined b; «. large number 
of citizens and natives, and proceeded to a mammoth 
tent, erected noar by. At least 10,000 persons were 
present. Tha assemblage was called to order by 
Mr. George p. Adams, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements. 
Prayer rwas 
offered 
by Rev. Mr. Flanor, of Lawrence. Wx-Llcutenant 
Governor Paterson, of New York, waa requested to 
act aa President of the day, and in accepting the 
position ho made a brief address and concluded by 
introducing, a* orator of the day, Charles II. 
Bell, of Exeter, who made an able and interesting 
address, giving some of the characteristics of the 
early settlors of thin town, together with a few 
historical reminiscences. He was followed by S. II. 
Taylor, LL.D., of Andover, Horace Qroeley and 
Senator lames W. Patterson. A collation was pro- 
vided ftt one o'clock tn tho tent, after which 
speeches were made by aev«r*i gentlemen. The day 
wa« oietr, cool and balmj. and everything yttaea 
off ten Dleuantlr.

WASHINGTON, Jane 10, 1869. 


The smash up wlilcn occurred on the Washington 


branch of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad last night, 
turns out to bo more serious than waa at first sap- 
posed, Considering the destruction of the cars, the 
wonder is that so few people were injured. It la 
the first accident of any consequence that'has hap- 
pened on tiiia branch of the road In five years, and 
seems to be doe entirely to the carelessness of the 
employes of tua road at Annapolis Junction 
station. The through train for New York left 
Washington 
last 
night 
promptly 
on time, 


in charge of conductor Dennis, 
of tha 
New 


Jersey Railroad Company, and local conductor Du- 
vall, of tha Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. The train 
consisted ot eleven cara. There were about 100 
100 through passengers and about flfty for Baltimore 
and Philadelphia. In addition, there was a com- 
partment car attached, In which were President 
Grant and party and the Secretary of the Treaaury, 
Mr. Boutwcll. At the time of the accident none of 
the President's party had retired to rest They were 
engaged in conversation, the gentlemea of the party 
smowng. 


The train was run at the osaal rate of gpaed, and 


arrived at Annapolis Junction on time. Tne 
tarongh trains to New York do not 
stop 


between Washington and 
Baltimore, bat 
at 


the stations along tne 
road, especially the 


leading ones, the speed is usually lessened. About 
loo yards north of Annaro'.ia Junction a sudden 
shock was felt through the entire tram. The par- 
ties in the President's car supposed It was caused 
oy a sudden application of the brakes. It waa at 
this time that the engine struck the cow and pushed 
her temporarily from the track. By the time the 
engine, tender, baggage and postal cars had passed 
the cow staggered DacS again upon the track. 
The smoking car, which came next, was imme- 
diately thrown off the track, being laid obliquely 
across It. At this point tha coupling between the 
smoMng car and the postal car broke, and the en- 
gine, baggage car and postal car snot on ahead, the 
engineer being ignorant of what had taken place. 
The engine had come a considerable distance when 
It was discovered, that the conductor's bell rope was 
broken, and then the engine was reversed arid 
backed to the scene of the disaster. It appears that 
the cow. which was the unmedlaie cause of tne ac- 
cident, had been strncK before by tne half-past 
eight 
o'clock 
train 
from 
Baltimore. 
The 
negligence of 
the 
employes 
of 
the 
road 
at Annapolis consists in the fact that this cow waa 
allowed to' wander np ana down the road after she 
had been struck by fte engine attached to the tram 
south from Baltimore at least half an hour previous. 
The person m charge of the station, an Irishman by 
the name of Fitzsimmons, admits that he was in bed 
at tbe time, and seems more troubled about hla hav- 
ing lost his nlgnt's sleep than anything else- 
When the second shock was felt, which was occa- 
sioned by the rear cars jumping up against the smo- 
king car, everything was confusion. The night was 
nnnsnally darte, and many of the through passengers 
had retired to their sleeping oerths for the night. 
It was some time before ligttts could be brought for- 
ward from the rear cars and irom the neighboring 
houses. 
W. prescort Smith, the manager of the 
through line between New Tort and Washington, 
waa on the train In charge of the President's car. 
Through nis efficient management and direction 
lights were soon procured and preparations made to 
an end to the wounded. The scene»&t this stage waa 
appalling. Those who were injured were crying ottt 
and groaning with pain and agony; those who had 
escaped were rushing wildly hither aud thither 
loosing after friends and acquaintances and endaav- 
oring to ascertain the extent of the disaster. The 
women aud children, as .might be expected, were in 
a terrible condition through fear. 
The accident occurred at a deep cut In the road, 
which fact contributed to the destruction of tne cars 
by jamming them up against one another. The 
smoking car was completely demolished, nothing 
being left of it but the tracks and a few boards of 
the Qoor. At the time ot the accident the car was 
well tilled with smokers. The escape or any of them 
rrora instant death 13 simply miraculous. When tfce 
smoking car was tnrown off tue tracR tne ladies' 
car, Immediately behind it, and a chair car in 
the rear of that, ran on top of the smoking 
car, one side of each resting on the bank. In this 
way tne passengers In the smoking car were tempo- 
rarily ouned. Tlie concussion or the train instan- 
taneously extinguished all tbe Hants In the cara, and 
the total darkness wituout and within added consi- 
derably to the dismay and confusion. 
In extricating the buried passengers from Umj 
perilous situation some ludicrous as well as affecEng 
scenes occurred. Conductor Duv'all heard the voice 
of a woman calling for assistance, and proceeding to 
the spot 
ffiund her Und two children wedged 


In between portions of the wrecfc. He pulled them 
out, and, strange to say, found that with tbe excep- 
tion of a few scratches they were uninjured. One 
old gentleman was running up and down calling lor 
Ills gold spectacles and asserting that they had cost 
ttlm twenty dollars; others were shouting for their 
carpet bags, umbrellas ana canes. In the somer- 
sault of the cars some had lost their watches ana 
pocketbooks. Those tn the sleeping cars who had 
retired to rest were in the worst plight Many of 
them rushed oat without coats, pantaloons, boots or 
hats, and so great was the confusion that It waa 
difficult to nnd anything. Mr. W. Prescott Smith at 
once telegraphed to- Washington and Baltimore for 
aid. By midnight engines had arrived from Wash- 
ington and Baltimore with surgeons to tak» care of 
the wounded, and road laborers to clear away the 
wreck- 
Dr. Scott, a physician residing In trie 
vicinity, was also aroused and brought to the rescue. 
Under the direction of Mr. Smith, who seemed to 
be ubiquitous, the oulcers aud hands on board the 
train, and sucti of the passengers as were uninjured 
and had retained their presence of mmd; were set 
at work assisting aud providing for tbe wounded. 
The mattresses were taken out of the sleeping 
berths and laid on the platform of the station for 
those who were most seriously injured. Others were 
assisted to Beats. The surgeons, as soon as they 
arrived, set about dressing the wounds ot those who 
' were injured. 
The laborers commenced to clear 
away the wrecked care aud get them off the road, 
so tuat the trulu, or BO muuli or It as remained, 
might proceed on its way. It was half-past four 
o'clock when the train moved off, aud It arrived in 
Baltimore soon aft<ir five. 
During all Ihe excitement tlie President seemed 
unusually cool and unconcerned. 
He evidently 
tirought It was not his funeral, and ho smoked hia 
cigar with as much complacency as If he bad been 
Hitting in the White llouso. 
Mrs. Grant was 
ranch fritfhtoncd, and the President did nut leave 
his car. Secretary Boutwcll. however, was out otfer- 
Ing his serviced to the wonnded. 
It was Impossible 
to-day to ootain a full list of the wounded, 
partly owing to the studied reticence or the 
employes of 
the 
Baltimore ana 
Ohio Rail- 
road, and partly from 
the 
fact that most of 
those who were injured went on either to Washing- 
ton or Baltimore, where they were taken care of Dy 
their friends, or scattered among the notela. 
The most seriously injured was a man named 
Weil, from Macon, ua. lie was iu the smoking car, 
and one side of his face was cut In a fearful manner; 
his skull was also factured and he was otherwise 
Injured internally. It is feared he cannot recover. 
This afternoon he was taken to Baltimore on a bed 
spread in a baggage car. 
Mrs. Lincoln, of Washington, and her child, 
twenty months old, were seriously Injured. Mrs. 
Lincoln herself was batlly cut and bruised abont the 
head and face. Uer child bad Ita back broken, and 
cannot recover. 
Mr. Dickinson, of Georgia, received an ugly gash 
in the head, and was considerably bruised about the 
body. 
Mrs. Esmer, of Washington, bad her shoulder dis- 
located. 
One of the brakemen of the train had his leg 
broken. Another man, a passenger, was struck 
by a flying splinter In the back and badly 
hurt. 
Those already mentioned are tha most 
serious cases. Tho others, to the number of about 
thirty, were not so far disabled as to prevent 
them from proceeding on their Journey. At Anna- 
polls Junction to-day about fifty men wore engaged 
in getting tbe wrecked cars off the track. Tne re- 
mains of the smoking car were piled In a heap and 
burned for the purpose of getting the old Iron. The 
other cars were dragged olf to one side by means of 
engines and ropes, aud at six o'clock to-night the 
road was all cleared 
and 
the trains run- 
ning as usual.. Mr. W. Prescott Smith de- 
serves much credit for the attention he has 
bestowed upon mien of the wounded as wero rraable 
to reach home and fnonds. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company deserve censure for the culpable 
negligence which they tolerate ia some of their em- 
ploye*, as well as tor tholr want of forethought for 
tne safety of the lives or their passengers. Tha 
presence of » patrolman or watchman at 
Junction last night would have prevente 
dent. 


paagengen in other parts of the tram. 'T&eirsrn at 
tho time ot the accident waa running at a very hlgu 
rate of speed. The statement! of th» vice president 
of the road that the cow which was the eacae 
of the catastrophe was thrown np an embankment 
by the engine and then rolled back under the cara 
following most be Incorrect. A word of explana- 
tion as to the circumstances and the situation will 
make this apparent. The accident occurred just 
nortn of the Junction wita the Annapolis road. Tha 
road on which the tram waa rannmjr has a double 
track. Just north of the junction ot the two roads 
is a deep cut, and the crossing of a wagon road is 
also cut to toe level of the railroad instead of rising 
the' hill and crowing by a bridge. Shortly before 
the occurrence of the accident the tratu going on 
the other track toward Washington ran upon a 
COTT, and as soon aa possible stopped, backed 
up to 
iooK for her; but 
the night 
being 
very dark the search was unsuccessful, and tbe tram 
went OD. The cow was probably killed and thrown 
by the engine across the track of the train bound 
north, and lodged against some gravel cars stand- 
ing on a switch branching from the track south of she 
wagon road already referred to, or, as IB more pro- 
bable, was hit by the engine bnt not killed, yet so 
frightened that she sought refuge among the cars on 
the switch. When the Washington train came she 
was probably frightened, and after the 'passage of 
the engine tried to escape from her position, but 
only succeeded tn getting under the smoking car. 
This would account for the fact that there were no 
evidences on the engine or the ears from of the 
smoking car that they had hit the cow. 
The 
cow was probably caught tn the train, as described 
and rolled along between the two trains. There 
was no fence or safeguard against animals, either 
at the wagon road or at the village. The first car 
thrown from the track was the smoking car, which 
was broken, it Is no exaggeration to say, into Kind- 
ling wood. The trucks were found close to the car, 
bottom np. Tne next car after it was thrown dl- 
azonally across the other track, and the nest one to 
it was oactly broken. The chair car and toe aleep- 
imr car were badly Injured. The President's car 
escaped without Injury, as did tne one which fol- 
lowed—the last car of the tram. No person was 
killed. It is th» greatest wonder that any person 
could have escaped 
alive, such 
an 
niter 
wreck as waa made 
of 
tae baggage car. 
The bruises and broken bones were many, bnt 
fortunately there was no loss of life. Of course the 
fright among the passengers, the larger portion of 
whom were women, was very great. It waa a lone 
time before hght or attendance com J be secured. It 
was not until five o'clock in the morning tnat the 
train was able to proceed on Its way. The accident, 
though it has as yet resulted In no loss of life, was, 
however, a far more serious affair than has been re- 
presented. No statements of the disaster appeared 
m the Washington papers, audit seemed to be the 
policy of the telegraph company to prevent any 
facts relating to the occurrence being sent over their 
lines. Passengers found it impossible to communi- 
cate even with tneir friends.

The trial of James Olyan, William Crnthers an 


Thomas Murphy, officers of tbe emigrant slap James 
Foster, Jr., on Indictments for assault with intem 
to kill and assault with deadly weapons, on tie pas 
fiengers and crew while the vessel was on her last 
voyage from Liverpool to New York, was com- 
menced yesterday afternoon. 
District Attorney 


lienjamln F, Tracy and Assistant District Attorney 
E. L. Parris appeared for the prosecution; Ex-Judge 
Moore and Mi. McGrath appeared Tor tlie prisoners. 


Mr. Parris, in openiog the case for the government 


•aid that Glynn was charged in the indictment wittx 
maliciously and cruelly assaulting, on different oc- 
casions, and with different weapons, John Stokes, 
•while on board oftne ship James Foster, Jr., on her 
recent passage Irom Liverpool to New York. This 
Indictment was one of nine found against Glynn ant 
one of lliteen round against mm and two other 
officers of the ship for assaults xrpon seamen and 
jassengers daring that notorions vovage. Stokes 
•was assaulted at different times with different deadly 
•weapons, on two occasions with a heaw belaying pin 
and on two otters -with a carpenter's hammer. 
These constituted under the statute two different; 
classes of offences. The statutes applicable to them 
ana on which the prosecution was based were the 
acts or Marco 3, 1S25, and March 3, 1835. The ship, 
as it would appear In the course of the trial, was of 
I,42S tons burden. She sailed December 19, 1S88, 
from Liverpool, wits. 148 • passengers, a crew of 
thirty-oue seamen and fourteen passenger coots. 
The passage was ordinarily made in forty or afty 
days, imc tnis time it took seventy-eight, Durin: 
those seventy-eight days the passengers srinere 
almost unheard of cruelties at the hands of these 
officers, and after the third week of the voyage they 
•were on short rations, on a short supply ol water, and 
Doth water and food were so unwholesome as to be 
scarcely endurable. As a consequence the passengers 
and crew were taten SICK and large numbers of both 
classes died, on the passage. The most particularly 
flendisn. of the officers was James Glynn, whose duty- 
it was to look after tbe passengers when they had 
fallen sick. He had control or the food-and water, 
fcnd also of the passenger cooks. These coots were 
men who, being unable to pay their fare in money, 
paid two pounds or two pounds ten stuffings and 
•worked in payment for the balance. It was one of 
the conditions that they should have suitable food, 
and it would be shown that thef did not get it. Here 
Mr. Parris enlarged upon the peculiar enormities ot 
Glyun, nis dastardly assaults upon sick and 
defenceless men in - the Hospital and elsewhere. 
He said it was to be hoped that the trials of these 
indictments might direct public attention to the 
inefficiency of the laws wnich had been passed for 
the protection or seamen and passengers, and that 
lay proper legislation they might be so amended and 
Improved that tie protection to the emigrant, which 
policy was an end so much for the interest of this 
country to secure, might be established. It was de- 
sjrable that the determination, of these trials might 
be such as to assnre thoss who meditate emv 
.crating to this country that the authorities here 
£ad the disposition to enforce as far as might be the 
.Siossly inadeanate laws now upon the federal 
statute booss for the protection of seamen and pas- 
• sengers. 
£x- Judge Moore, on behalf of tae prisoner, stated 
that the Court should direct the District Attorney to 
elect on which count of the Indictment lie would go 
to trial. He urged that the prisoner could not be tried

Bailors and a boy, and fourteen passenger cooKs; I 
cooked in the daytime and acted aa a sailor at night; 
fourteen of us were Known on board as passenger 
cooks; only four or live did anything at cooking; the 
rest were kept at work as sailors; I Knew John 
Stokes; Bewas called "Ginger Jack" on board; fie 
told me his real name; lie was known as a passen- 
cer coot; Her never acted as a cook at all, but 
did duty as a seaman; He was In the same watch 
that I was; he was not a seafaring man; the 
fcatne of tfie captain and mate was Armstrong; 
at the flret part of the voyage a man by the name of 
•Bryan was third mate; when abont three weeks out 
llurphy was made third mate: I know Glynn, the 
carpenter; I knew him and felt him, too; I knew 
the boatswain; they both slept in a house on deck;

Trial of Dan Noble at Elmlra.—Foil Details of 


the Kobbery by a. Dissatisfied Accomplice. 
The trial of Dan Noble for his share of the robbery 


of bonds from the safe in the office of the Royal In- 
surance Company in this city, on the 10th of Decem- 
ber, 1S66, commenced at Elmira on Tuesday last. 
The most interesting part of it was the testimony or 
Frank Knapp, who, with Noble and Griffin, was 
concerned in the robbery, and who T>»q turned upon 
his former comrade In crime, because, as It appears, 
nis proper share or the spoils was withheld from aim 
by Noble. When put upon the witness stand he said 
ne had known SoMe five^or six years previous to 
the day of the robbery—the loth of December, 1S66. 
On that day or Monday Noble and himself went on 
the street in the morning, in company, and met 
Griffin abont nine or half-past nine on the corner of 
Prince and Mercer streets by arrangement; t&ey 
started down together to see what they could 
pick up; 
went 
through 
Broad 
street and 


several others, 
and finally, about 
half-past 


'£n, fetched up at the office of the Royal Insurance 
tompany: Griffin went in first and he followed after- 
wards, and then Noble: they went into the ofllce op- 
posite the Royal; asked Griffin what this office was, 
and he said an insurance ofllce; Knapp walked np 
;o McDonald and engaged him in conversation, ana 
then passed around by the window and took a seat 
on the opposite side from a safe, so that when Knapp 
talked with him it would naturally turn nis lieaa 
from the safe; -Griffin was walking around the office, 
and at last he got to the safe aud got the box; Knapp 
tninks Griffin got nis coat off In the ofllce; the wt- 
ness engaged McDonala in talking abont getting hla 
life Insured aud a few other friends, and said thev 
were commercial agents and married men and 
wanted to effect an Insurance on their lives

of tbe Day Contrasted with tbe Preceding 
One-**CLeiif« Excitement but mtore Pleasure. 


LONDON, May 29,1869. 


THE OAKS— GENERAL FEATURES OP TBE DAY. 


If the glory of the Epsom week Is the Derby, the 


"Bines' race," the Oaks, brings It to a fitting con. 
elusion. As a rule, nothing eaii be more chaxmlng 
than the Friday on which it Is run. There Is no 
crowd, m the Derby sense of the word; the West 
End furnishes far more spectators than the East, 
The Cockney horde are still sleeping off the effects of 
the Derby debauch, or have settled down to their 
ledgers or their merchandise. 
The swells aave now 


an opportunity for their little carnival, unobserved 
by the canaiKe, ge.nteel, barouched, kid-gloved. The 
"road" can bear no comparison with that of Wednes- 
day in the number of its vehicles, out they are of 
a totally different class. No crazy omnibuses brought 
out for the day; no vanfals of artisans; no donkey 
carts bearing costermongera and their broods; no 
Hansom cabs with city snobs. The procession is such 
that one would think there was a church at one end 
of the road and a champagne breaKIast at the other— 
that, in fact, the occasion was a wedding and the 
travellers bridesmaids and groomsmen. The car- 
nages are of the finest bnlld and the neatest color- 
ing, the horses well paired and high steppers, the 
servants gorgeous, the hampers "mouth-water- 
ing," and the company—ye gods l—all from the 
west of Pall Mall, arrayed In their choicest 
summer 
apparel, 
ana 
the- fairer nail beau- 


tiful in the extreme. 
Then on the downs 


there is no sweltering crowd, as on the Derby 
day, and nothing, In fact, to remind one of that 
carnival but the debris of luncheon, acres of 
loose paper, bits of pie crust, fragments ol bread 
and meat, plenty of fragments of Dottles, the 
ruins of crushed and torn hampers. Everything 
now is qnlet, eleaant, In. good taste and agreeable. 
The racing is watched not with ordinary Cockney 
curiosity, satisfied and done with In a minute, but 
with sportsmanlike and intelligent interest. What a 
different aspect of affairs was that which was pre- 
sented yesterday I Last year Formosa won in a tre- 
mendous fall of rain and in a thunderstorm the like 
of which we did not experience all summer. Bat on 
this occasion matters were ten times worse, for there 
was not, as on the day referred to, one solitary blink 
or sunshine. Bain set in on Thursday morning, con- 
tinued without the slightest cessation until last (Fri- 
day) nlgut, and was most deplorably persistent 
during the period or racing. The state of things was 
such in the morning that very lew dared to risk 
the journey; the ladles of course shirked it al- 
together, the gentlemen who did attend w.ent 
down 
by railway envelopes in Mackintoshes 
and top boots, and such as patronized the road made 
use of close Broughams. The downs wore a most 
desolate and wo-begono appearance. The course 
and heath generally was as wet as ir it had recently 
been the bed of a river, and In the frequented parta 
16 was beaten up by horses' and men's reet Snto a 
thin puddle many inches deep, that squirted up into 
one's face at every step. Of tne general public there 
•were none bat a few wretched looking objects, but- 
toned up to the neck and cowering under any shelter 
they could obtain.

THE BETTrj-id 02* THE HACE. 
Six of the competitors ran In the One Thousand 
Guineas, the result of whicti In the great miles' race 
preceding tlio Oaks had now or courie some influence 
on tue betting, but not nearly so much aa might 
have been expected. 
Scottish Queen, who carried 
off the Newmarket race, mignt have been looked 
for at the head of the quotations, but seeing that 
uheisa confirmed "roarer," and that Belladruui, 
who Is also, It is now discovered, one of the greatest 
roarers on record, and yet was second to Pretender 
iu tue Two Thousand Guineas, waa second best all 
tue way in the Derby, It is no wonder tnat she 
ligured only as third favorite, ai 7 to 1. Sir Joseph 
llawley waa even more couudent ot winning this 
race than of carrying on* the Derby, ana the party 
put down, tlieir money wltli aucb a will on Morna 
tiie secopd by three-quarters ol a length In the One 
Thousand Guineas, that ahe was made favorite at 
6 to 4. lirigautmc, who waa third in the Newmarket 
mines' race, was next iu demand at 7 to 2. 
Martinique, wlio is one or the most beautiful allies 
In tbe world, and who was so nearly beaten by a 
tluke by Forclliam, on 1'ol.sou d'Or, figured at 8 to 
1. About llie unlucky Dryad, who is a wonderfully 
good animal, but would never run in front of 
auotlier aa a two year old, 100 to 7 waa laid, and aa 
to tne rest of the competitors who Ugui-eil in tlie 
bettitig I need not refer to them. 


TUB STUIIQULK. 
Nothing need be said about the saddling aud pre- 
liminary canters except that Morna and Ltrigautme 
were most, llkca aud tliat Dryad nail to be treated to 
a bottle or whiskey before the start to revive her 
courage, while, as a farther precaution, she ran m 
blinkers. They got away, as in the Derby, with only 
one false start, and when they began to settle down 
to tbe work Pollasone rushed to tiie front, followed 
by Miss Foote. Curleuse, Morna, BrlgauMnc, Crocus 
and Teeswuter In a cluster, llie rear positions being 
held by Scottish Queen, Clemency, Hyuien and 
Aubade. Polisaone dropped away before the lot 
reacned the "lurze," when the pace, which had been 
wmcheaiy slow, was increased uy Morna, who took 
up the running about three-quarters or a length In 
front of Miss Fooie, behind wiioin were Toison d'Or 
on tire right, Brigantlne on tlie lert, uml Crocus 
Curleuse aud Teeswatcr. In the next lot were Jlar- 
tlulque and Scottish Queen, the lattor or whom Imd 
bettered lier position, while tlie lorraer, as they tio-

BEM1SISCENCES OP THE 
DERBY— DID rBETENPEB 
WIN? 
In spite of the Oats and the calls of other affairs 
men still find time to talk of the Derby, which was 
certainly one of the grandest and most exciting 
races on record. Its main features, the magnmcent 
finish between Pretender and Pero Gomez, the unri- 
valled jockeyship of Osborne and Wells, the sorry 
figure cut by the unhappy Belladrum, Uie popular 
Idol, who was second last throughout, the still more 
ridiculous performance of Ladas, who, though the 
dearestammal in the race. Lord Kosebery havlngpaid 
3,500 guineas for him only a few weeks since, 
was absolutely last all the way, and the fine form 
shown by The Drummer still engagrf the attention of 
the spectators, and will form the topic of enthu- 
siastic. comment for weeks to come. But the ques- 
tions of the hour are still Mr. Merry's conduct in. not 
scratching Belladrum when he k'new it was impossi- 
ble the horse could win, and whether Mr. Clarke, 
the judge, was not wrong, either wilfuuy or inno- 
cently, in awarding the race to Pretender instead of 
Pero Gomez. I cannot understand the growling 
against Mr. Merry, for I think lie has acted tho- 
roughly honest throughout. He ran him fairly 
on Ms merits In the Two Thousand, he trained bim 
as well as he could and he procured the best jockey 
possible to ride him in the Derby, all for tile benefit

Your readers will remember that in my 
Derby article I stated that Porter, Sir Joseph's 
trainer, jumped down tne stairs of tue stand crying, 
"By a—, I've won."

TWO TEAK OtD RACING. 
I have Just learned from Mr. ClaOm, M. P., that at 
a very full meeting ol the Jockey Club, held this 
afternoon, Sir Joseph Hawley's motion, seconded by 
him, to the effect that two year bids should not, com- 
mence racing before 'the let of July, was considered. 
Two of Sir Joseph. Hawley's supporters were absent, 
and, on a division, the resolution was negatived by 
a majority of live, -its principal opponents' being Ad- 
miral Rons, General Peel and Mr.f George Payne. 
Colonel Forester then put a substitute Tesolutlon to 
the eifect that two year old racing should not be 
commenced before the let of May, and this was car- 
ried.

Mr. Morrow lelf tho fleld and 
went to the house abont ten O'clock, anil noon after 
the youna man lioara his mother screaming "mur- 
der." On rushing into the houBO ho found her lying 
on the kitchen, floor aud his fatlfcr bcatlnu her in a 
terrible manner with a large clnt). Tho young 
man Interfered, and endeavored to wrest the club 
from tho hands of hrs enraged father, but was un.- 
successful, the old gentleman bolntf a powerfully 
built man, while tlie boy was sllgiitlr built and wne 
obliged to retreat before the attacks or tlie huso 
club. He ran for assistance, but before he returned 
the cries or tho poor woman had ceased and sna 
was round lying on tlie floor, lire being extinct, 
Thcro were a large number of bruises on her body 
anil her »K»>I was fractnred-by a terrific blow on tno 
back of me head. The murderer had escaped, aud- 
it is supposed, ned across tne fields into the woods.

Taa extraordinary condition of the money market 


at tuts season of the year, when, according to prece- 
dent, funds should not command more than four to 
flve per cent Interest in transactions on call, forma 
the feature of interest in Wall street just now, and is 
the secret ol the success which, has attended the 
heavy demonstration of the "bears" on the stock 
market. It will be a matter for cnrioua reminiscence 
that on the 10th of Jane, 1869, la trie middle ol the 
season at which money is usually most aoundact la 
the metropolis, as high as one-quarter of one per 
cent Interest was paid for the use of money for one 
•day. 
This rate was had late in the afternoon, 


sbusequent to the usual closing of the baaKs; 
•but from the persistent'inqairy, which lasted long 
Barter three o'clocK it, was evident that many accounts 
had not been made up until lour o'clock or even 
later than that time. This was the extreme and ex- 
aepttonal figure, but the rates very freely paid were 
seven per cent gold, seven per cent currency plus 
•commissions of one-sixteenth and one-eighth, and 


• seven per cent gold plus almuar commissions. The 
"running" for money late m the afternoon was sug- 
.gestlve of the scenes so frequently witnessed in the 
.rail and spring periods ol stringency in Wall street. 
It is only proper to observe in this connection that 
ilenflers were found 
who, in the 
confident 


belief that the present 
activity is 
artificial 


.and temporary, were willing to make time 
loans, and one transaction of this character 
involved the sum of $300,000, for which the borrower 
contracted to pay six per cent per annum, interest 
:aua a premium of one-half per cent—making it 
equivalent to twelve per cent per annum, the time 
•of the loan being thirty days. It is difficult to be- 
lieve that the stringency arises from other than 
speculative influences; bnt its extent and success 
suggests the inojiiry whether it is wholly artificial. 
The wonderful knowledge of the "bear" cliques in 
foreseeing the disturbance of the money market is 
-not the least curious feature of the present sudden, 
revulsion in the stocK marKet. Foreseeing it, they 
bave doubtless assisted and aggravated it. One fact 
seems to have escaped general observation, viz., the 
gradual but steady and heavy diain of currency 
into the Sub-Treasury, where some $26,000,000 has 
accumulated. The increase ia the natural result of 
the present system of gold sales and bond pur- 
chases. Mr. Boutweli sells weekly $2,000,000 of Bold, 
for which, in round figures, he gets $2,700,000. He 
buys $1,000,000 of bonds for which he pays $1.200,000. 
The gain to the Treasury is therefore just $1,500,000 
every west. Mr. Boutweli, in selling $2,000,090 of 
gold a week, selected the season of the year in which 
experience indicated there would be least danger to 
the local finances of this city. He sells only one million 
or bonds in the corelative operation. It will be re- 
ruemoered that Secretary Boutweli was strongly 
urged to. buy a million of three per cents instead 
or the additional million of bonds. It is now inti- 
mated that he is accumulating a fnnd wherewith to 
redeem these three per cents, which are payable on 
demand. Hence the increase noticeable in the Sub- 
Treasuryourrency balance. Originally the Secretary 
of tlie Treasury was authorized to redeem these cer- 
tificates by the issue of an equal amount of greeu- 


- backs. Bat the law which was passed to restrain 
Mr. McTJuUoch'3 experiments with the currency for- 
tpids expansion ana contraction alike. Hence the 
redemption of the three per cents must be made 
with money which is aow in circulation. If Secre- 
tary Boutwell is digesting any such scheme secretly 
.and for the purpose oC astontsaiug the country by 
ais financial sagacity he is playing 
Into 
the 


lands of the gambling cliques of Wall street, 
ol whom he promised to steer clear. 
What- 


ever tne real source of the present stringency 
in money, the bants and other institutions having 
funds to loan are deeply scrutinous of the collaterals 
presented to them, and hence contribute to tne 
activity. The effect of this state oC affairs was re- 
flected in a very excited day iu tbe stock market, 
where stocks were sold in enormous quantities and 
at a large concession in prices, those who were un- 
able to borrow upon them being compelled to sell 
for cash. The decline waa most marked in the in- 
terval just before the last session or the board and 
was headed by Michigan Southern and New York 
•Central, which sold down to 102 X and 1S2 respec- 
tively.

SARATOGA SPBDJQS, June 10, 1869. 


The officers and members of the National Typo- 


graphical Union, together with Albany Union and a 
number of friends, left Albany at seven o'clock this 
morning on an excursion to thin place, arriving 
here shortly after eight o'clock.

Apprenticeship System and the Eight Honr 
Rule. 


ALBANY, June 10, 1S69. 


At the session of the National Typographical Union 


this evening the special order, receiving the an- 
nouncement of the death of members the past year, 
waa proceeded with, and the death or eight mem- 
bers announced. 


Tbe credentials of John K. Fairman, of the F.lmira 


Union, were received and referred. 


The committee on new business reported favor- 


ably on the proposition regarding the appren- 
ticeship system, recommending a decrease In num- 
ber and more strict discipline and servitude of ap- 
prentices in order that they may be taught the busi- 
ness of printing more fully; also In favor of the 
eight hour rules for a day's worfcj also in favor of 
mulcting a fine of five dollars upon an officer neg- 
lecting to acknowledge the receipt of an official 
letter. This latter proposition was rejected. The 
apprenticeship and eight hour propositions were 
adopted. 


The Finance Committee reported various appro- 
priations for expenses, ic., which were agreed to. 
The committee on the case or H. H. cowles reported 
that he was clearly entitled to a seat as ae'legate 
from Sew Orleans. Agreed to. 
Mr. DUNS, or Philadelphia, offered the follow- 
ing: — 


Whereas the Associated Press has vrrtuallv decreed tbat no 
more newspapers shall be published In the United States, 
and that liiose In existence who do not obtain their newa 
through the Associated Press shall be sunpressed, tberoby 
lessening the demand for our labor; therefore, 
Be It Resolved, That we the delegates to the Seventeenth 
session of the National Typographical Union, held at AJbany-, 
N. T.. June 7, 1869, representing — States, and — Unions do 
earnestly ask the Congress of the United States, shou'd the 
postal telegraph bill come up for action at their neit eeseioo, 
that they give it their favorable consideration, iherebv in- 
creasing the demand for our labor, equalizing the business 
Interest of the country and destroying one of the worst mo- 
nopolies in existence. 
Kesolved, That the delegates of tbe National Typographical 
Union to the Labor Congress, to he held at Pittsburg, oe in- 
structed to use their influence with the different organiza- 
tions, that they may be brought in contact with in favor of 
the postal teletjraph system. 
Resolved, That a copy of the preamble and first resolution, 
properly attested, be forwarded to the President of the 
Senate and tbe Speaker of the House of Representatives of 
the Congress of the United States. 


Mr. McKscmns, of New Tors, sustained the reso- 
lutions, claiming tjtat the action of the Associated 
Press in nxing upon a very large initiation fee estab- 
lishes a monopoly and prevents the starting of other 
competing papers. He regarded the matter as of 
the greatest importance to every printer, and these 
resolutions should go forth from this Union with its 
unanimous consent. 
Mr. TRODT concurred with Mr. MCKechnie, and 
denounced the associated press as the greatest and 
worst monopoly in the country; and this monopoly 
was not alone injurious to tbe printer but injurious 
to every workmgman. He wanted these resolutions 
adopted, and he with others would carry them be- 
fore the entire workingmen of the conn try and break 
down this gigantic monopoly. They would go to 
the Congress of tne United States and demand a re- 
lief Irom this great monopoly. 


Mr. CARCABAK, of Troy, asked if the Associated 
Press could not bring the same charge airatnst this 
Union? Are we not ourselves great monopolists, 
working for our own interests 1 


Mr. TBOUP said that this Union did not prohibit 
any honorable man from coming into it. 


Mr. CMCWAN— Does the Associated Press pro- 
hibitany honorable man from joining it i 
Mr. TROUI-— Yes, sir^ >Ir. Charley &, Dana and 
others proposed to start 4 cheaptwo cent pSper in 
New York, but they were denied admission to the 
Assbclated Press and were obliged to buy tbe Sun, 
already in the Association, and pay for it $100,000. 


Mr. GEORGE, having tne chair, eaid he agreed with 
all luat had been said aaamst the Associated tress.

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


Object* and Babltg of the Chinamen—Are 


Tbey Proper Persons to Invite to Into 
Country* 


To THE BDITOB OP THE HEBALD:— 


Kow that the Pacific Railroad IB completed and In 


running order, one of the practical results ol this great 
enterprise will doubtless be an exodus of Chinese to 
the eastward. They will be seen to move farther 
ana farther along this creat Highway until they are 
found scattered over all our Territories, inhabiting 
our Western States and finally Invadiuz and swarm- 
ing over the whole Union to the Atlantic seaboard. 
Under present circumstances there Is every proba- 
bility that a few years will snow tne Chinaman to 
be an element In our population overall the land. 
Tlie United States government have done more to 
induce Chinese immigration than any other nation, 
and consequently they have been and are being 
favored (or curses) with It to a greater extent than 
others. Bnt before the government or people go 
any further in the matter of inviting and offering 
Inducements to Chinese Immigration, It would be 
well to pause and consider their nature and habits 
and the Influence they are apt to exert upon our 
country and people. 


Few persons among us who have not resided on 


the Pacific coast understand the Chinaman. Many 
know nothing about him, and snch look nnon the 
advent of Chinese in much, the same llg ht that they 
view the Immigration of European settlers to our 
shores. But there is in really a vast difference in 
tlie two cases. The European immigrant comes to 
our stores to find a come, settle down and stay 
here, ana uses his capital and labor to en- 
rich and builu np our country. He becomes 
an 
American 
citizen, 
and 
his 
prosperity 
is identified with the prosperity and greatness or 
our cojmtry. But with the Chinaman it is Quite a 
different matter. There was no place like home for 
him nntu gold was found inCalltorniaand Australia, 
and then John Chinaman, who for centuries had 
been lorouklen to go abroad or associate witi "out 
side barbarians" by the law and custom of China, 
found the thirst for gold greater than national 
usage could restrain; the laws of the great Central 
Flowery Kingdom were modified, and John was 
fonndhuntina the yellow metal upon the shores of 
California and Australia among a people whom he 
had ever been taught to nate and despise. 
But gold, and only gold, ever induced the China- 
man to go abroad. Tho idea of settling down and 
UvrnK In a foreign country, except to accumulate 
money and return to China never enters the brain of 
a Chinaman. All they accumulate, except the pit- 
tance necessary for their support is sent home to 
China, from time to time, or carried away in person 
by those who have got snflieient to make tnem re- 
spectable at home. The writer has been ror ten vears 
a resident in California, Oregon, Washington Terri- 
tory, Vancouver's Island and British Columbia, and 
Knows whereof he speaks. In all these places the 
Chinaman is to be found; active ana inaustrions it is 
true, but laboring only to drain the land of Its wealth. 
They are looked upon as a nuisance by most of the 
population, but are encouraged by some capitalists, 
who like their cheap labor, and by some country 
traders who sell tnem mining tools and a few goods, 
groceries or articles ot clothing. Most of taeir tra£ 
ing, however, is confined among themselves. 
Most of tne Chinese of the Pacific coast are sent out 
to those countries under a kind of coolie system. 
The capitalists of China send them out, and their 
labor Is mortgaged for a number of years before they 
are free to shut for themselves. In this system the 
aosses contract to return safe to China the coolie or 
his bones in case he dies, and ever and anon a ves- 
sel sails rrom San Francisco or some other Pacific 
port loaded with corpses, or rather bones, for Chinese 
cemeteries. It is considered by the superstitious 
and pagan Chinese tnat they are nearer heaven when 
juried in their own land, and it would be gross 
impiety to leave their bones in a 
foreign 
soil. Generally the bodies are buried 
where 
they die and allowed to 
remain 
nntii tha 
flesh is 
decomposed, 
when 
they 
are 
ex- 
mmed, any remaining flesh is scraped off, and 
;he bones boxed up ana shipped to china lor rein- 
terment. In Portland, Oregon, not long since, the 
disgusting spectacle was beheld of a body taken up 
to be sent home. 
The fiesu not being all decom- 


>osed, the body was cut up and boiled in a Kettle. 
The flesh, being thus removed, was thrown again In 
he grave, and the bones boxed and marked for 
tome, such things are of frequent occurrence. 
Such are the habits of this enlightened people, 
whom our government seem to be inviting and 
"avoring and talk of making cHffceniv 
Their religion is idolatry, and in Sin Francisco 
and Portland they have temples to their idols, or 
'Josh" houses, where they say their prayers to mean 
ookiug idols and offer incense, and leave gifts of 
fruit, meats, ic., on the altar for "Josh." which, if 
he fail to dispose of after a certain time, are eaten 
jy their priests. A missionary, long resident In 
ilhiria, has assured the writer that no people are 
more difficult to convert to Christianity than the 
Siluese'r- 
In personal and moral habits the Chinese are 
known to De beneath, airy other races, having vices 
ihat would not do to name to ears polite. They live 
in houses that loos and smell like pigsties, savoring 
of opium anil often full of the smoke of opium ana 
tobacco. A bunk serves them for a bed, and a table 
and bench or two generally constitute their furul- 
,ure. They are dirty In person, and their food Is 
anything—a little rice, tea and any animal or any 
>art thereof. They are fond of pork, and to judge 
iy their meat shops they must eat the whole hog. 
This fondness for pork in tne Chinese may account 
n part for the leprosy, a disease quite prevalent in 
Jhina, where there are whole communities of lepers. 
This tearful disease is quite lisely to be Introduced 
nto this country ere long by these people. 
The Chinese women, and there are plenty of them 
on the Pacific coast, are, with very few exceptions, 
all of the lowest order. Brazen-faoed, Impudent and 
shameless, they sit in their pens in the alleyways of 
the cities aud towns and pioclaim their calling, in- 
viting the 
passer-by to drop in. The few 
exceptions 
are 
women 
reported 
as 
wives 
of me wealthier class, bnt it often turns out that they 
are kept women, siavea or articles of merchandise. 
The courts of San Francisco are often called upon 
to adjudicate in cases where these women have been 
kidnapped and are claimed by dlfl'erent parties. 


The Chinamen in Australia have been at different 
times severely dealt with, a heavy tax has been Im- 
posed upon them, and their immigration discouraged 
in various ways. 
In California they have been 
abused, ill-treated and their presence frowned upon, 
but all to no parpoae as far as checking their migra- 
tion is concerned. In late cases -where their clreap 
labor, coming in competition with the whites, has 
occasioned riota, the municipal and Sta^e authorities 
have protected the Chinese. The present Governor 
of California (Mr. lialghtl owes hts election very 
much to the fact that his party asked the suffrages 
of tho people upon an anti-Chinese platform Intended 
to discourage and restrict their Immigration, but 
since his election nothing has been done in the mat- 
ter, and the I'acitlc coast ifl becoming more and moro 
the Chinaman's resort. 


Chlnameu W6rK at any and everything they 


can lind to do. They are miners, following in tlie 
wake or the whites, and working diggings that the 
former have abandoned; they are cooks iu hotels, 
restaurants and private families; a large number are 
washermen, Spoiling shirts and linen at a cheap 
rate, aome are employed in factories and work- 
shops, aud some on farms. In all t^iege avocations 
they are supplanting the poof laboring men and 
women of tlie white race by working at much 
cheaper ratcS. Some authorities have declared that 
In tne interior ol China a person can subsist upon a 
penny a day; so it will bcseun that when a Clilniiman 
can earn a dollar or two per day he is fast crowing 
wealthy; and the aim and object of the Chinaman la 
simply" to accumulate money abroad and return 
home to live luxuriously and enrich his native lund. 
Can the people of this country consistently en- 


conruge the immigration of sucli a race of pagan 
barbarian idolaters? OriKht wu to welcome tnem to 
our shores and admit thorn to the rights of cltlzcn- 
sliip? Have they been, or can they DC, a benefit to 
our country ? These are questions which tlic Ameri- 
can, people ouRht to meditate and understand. 
They are questions that should be met aud solved 
now, before tue land Is lull ut these people. 
The American people at large ought to know more 
about the Chinaman. They ought to understand 
better the length, breadth and extent of the Chinese 
question. Now Is the time to deal with It, and the 
writer hopes that both people and government may 
be aroused In this matter and some check be put to 
tne migration or a race or heathens whose only 
mission among us is to debase the laboring classes 
aud carry away the wealth of our country. 


SAHTA AHHA.

Dictator of Mexico, of whom nothing has been heard

The "irrepressible" Santa Anna Is residing in 
Pncrto Plata, busily engaged In writing a history of 
his life. He appears to have abandoned his Mexi- 
can plans, and says that he Intends to return to 
Statcn Island at an early day, there to upend the 
balance of his days. The Dominicans do not appear 
to look at him with much lavor, but tolerate him as 
lonu as he does not meddle with the political affairs 
of their country.
